Paris, December 14, 1769+ 
NW Otwithftanding the French Miniltry are 
very feéret with ref{pect to their deter- 
minations in the’Cabinety F have been able 
to learn fome particulars, which may not, as 
yet, perhaps have tranfpired among you, 

At the clofe of thé tart war, it feems, 
being reduced to the Jaf extremity, they 
found means, by-the influence of that a#ti= 
fice‘and cunning for which they have been 
always extolled, to b—e our negociators to 
fubmit’ toa ‘peace, which they intended 
fhould only ferve, on th ir fide, as a fufpen- 
fan of arms, tiil they fufficiently recovered 
themfelves.to ‘renew the attack, at a time 
when we miyhi be lefs able to oppofe them. 
Accordingly, they haye ever fince been for- 
tifying their territories, augmenting their 
fhipping, and encteafing their forces. In 
the mean time, it was pre-refolved to elude 
the remonftrances of the Englith, with re- 
{peé to the demolition of the fortifications 
of Dunkirk, by evafive, complimentary, an- 
fwers ; the Spaniards, who are to join them, 
were to do the fame with refpeé to the Ma- 
nilla ranfom. , 

A declaration of war was intended imme- 
diately to follow thé pretended infult re- 
ceived by one of their fhips of war being 
compelled to ftrike her. flag ia -he Dewns, 
as acknowledging the Britith foyereignty of 
the feas ; which was, and ¥s, to be urged as 
a plea for a rupture 5 to which the reception 
of General Paoli -is to be.thrown, into the 
fca'e ; but, on ‘the holding of .a fubfequent 
council, it was adjudged more expedient. to 
wave matrers’ till ‘the next Spring, when, 
they flatcer:thémfelves, if the people’s de- 
mand for a of —— fhortd not 
be complied with, they will feek redrefs 
@oother way ; and while our:forces are em- 
ployed. ro. fupprefs inteftine commotions, 
they intead, prior to a. declaration. of war, 
go attempt a grand and fudden enterprize on 
the kingdom of Great Britain. Pr. C— 
$——, itis whifpered, is to be once more 
furnifhed wich an armament, to enable him 
to make a defcént on’ che northern ifles of 
Scotland, whife another French fleet makes 
its appearance on the Englith coaft, and 
the Spaniards make a ‘diverfion in the Wett 
Tadies. Es: 

The above infult in the: Downs, has not, 
therefore, been acknowledged by rhe French 
as confiftent with the Englith fovereignty, 
but ceafed, for the prefent, to be reprefent- 
ed as an affront; and the late fuppreffion ‘of 
feveral religious houfes, has been done on 
purpofe to enable them the more {fuccefs- 
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fully to execute their defigns, and to pra- 
fecute the war with yigour. “Time only can 
cer.ify the event ; but I hope that; 4lkK-their 
fehemes will be happily:fruftrated- 

; There were’ feveral Gonferences; fome 
timie” ago, “bétweeii the, before-mentioned 
Prince, and two unpopular Englifhmen o 
diftingiion, but FE didsiét leam the refult of 
their de‘iberations. The French miniftry’s 
fenfibili:y of the many irregularities conni- 
ved at by ovr Adm——f, renders it very 
defpicable in their opinion, and infpires chem 
with great courage and affurance of fucceed- 
ing-in their meafures.

Extraé of a Letter from Hamburgh. 

A copy of a Letter from Conftantinople , 
dated the 9th of November, is handed about 
here, advifing, thaton the 4th the pe -ple 
rofe witha defign to dethrone the Grand “ig- 
nor; that the mutineers approached the Se- 
raglio.in the evening, but were. reteived ve- 
ry warmly by the Boftangis, or Body Guards, 
and that fome thoufands were killed and 
wounded on both fides; that the Grand Sig- 
for efcaped in the night to Adrianople, | 
whete he temained with 20,000 of his beft 
Troops, while another t6rps of 12,000 was 
left at Conttantinople to feeure the publick 
tranquility, This news, however, feems 
to require.a double confirmation ; firft, be- 
caufe the interval between. the 4th and oth 
of November was too fhort for them to have 
advice of the Grand:Signor’s arrival at Adri- 
anople ; and fecondly, becaufe the court of 
Vienna had not received this incelligenee 
when the laft letters came from thence. 


Extra& of & Letier from Warfaw,-Dece 6. 

Laft night a courier arrived here-frcm the 
great Ruffian army, with advice of a confi- 
derable adyantage it lately gained over the 
Ottomans, _ Licutenant Colonel Fabricius, 
with a detachnicnt of 700 or 800 men, had 
taken poft a Galacz, near the Danube, be- 
tween Pruth and Sereth. A body of: 7000 
Turks came to furround the Ruffians, but. 
the latter entirely defeated the enemy, 800 
of whom were killed, and 500 taken pri- - 
foners. Among the latter are the Hofpodar 
of Walachia, with. all his..retinue, and a 
Bathaw of three tails; -two other Bathaws 
are among the flain ; a great number of the 
Runaways are drowned in the Danube. Four . 
cannon, and all the colours belonging to the 
Turks, fell into the hands of the conquerors, - 

Another Letter from Warfaw, dated Dee 
cember 9, fays, The-late advantages gained 
by the Ruffians over the Turks at Galicrz 
near the Danube, enable tlie foimer to make 
incurfions into. the Ottoman territories on the 
other fide of that river.

JUNIUS. 


Anecdotes of Mr Hotranpv the late 
celebrated Tragedian. 
Hares Hottanp was born at 
Chifwick, - in Middlefex, in the 
year 1733, and after being inftructed in 
thofe branches of education that are ef- 
teemed moft ufeful to men of bufincfs, 
he was placed by his friends with a 
tuypentine merchant in the city, to whom 
he was foon after bound apprentice. 
Dering the early part of his fervitude, 
he difcharged his duty fo much to the 
fatisfaction of hiis maiter, that he was 
very foon indulged with more freedom 
‘than is ufually allowed to lads in that 
ftation. About this perio:l, he for the 
firt time faw our Englith Rofcius, 
whofe admirable performance made fuch 
an impreflion upon him, that he imme- 
diately became enamoured with the p:o- 
feflion of a player, aod fometime after 
entered himielf a member of the Rofci- 
an fociety in Gutter Lane, whcre a hum- 
ber of young men affembled two or 
three evenings in the week, in order to 
sehearfe fuch characters, as they after- 
wards reprefented in private plays for 
the entertainment of their friends. In 
one of thefe performances, our young 
fpouter received fuch uncommon pioots 
of the fpeétators thinking him poffeffed_of 
great theatrical abilities, that he directly 
applied to Mr Garrick, who, after hear- 
ing him repeat feveral paffages, pro- 
nounced he would ene day make an 
actor, but advifed him by no means to 
think of appearing in public, till he had 
confulted his friends, and fulfilled his 
engagement with his matter. This 
council Holland invariably purfued, and 
refolutely returned to the bufineis of the 
warehoufe, which he tranfaéted with 
fuch attention and fidelity, that he gain- 
ed univerfal efteem. : 
His paffion for the flage, however, 
did not in the leaft fubfide ; all his lei- 
fure hours were émployed in preparing 
himfelfby the mot rational methods for 
making a figure in the profeffion he fo 
much admired, and he has been fre- 
quently known to fpend the greateft part 
of the night in the ftudy of characters 
which the avocations of the day would 
not permit him to examine. 
In the year 1754, Holland made his 
appearance upon the ftage in the cha- 
rafter of Orocncko, in which he ac- 
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quired great reputation, though he was 
not a little difconcerted the firft night, 
by an accident that befell Mr Burton, 
who played the governor, and who was 
usluckily wounded by him in the face ; . 
during the courfe of the feafon he per- 
formed Eumenes in Merope, and feve- 
ral other capital characters, intwhich he , 
was received with uncommon applaufe 
by the public. His falary, however, at 
this time did not amount to more than 
thirty fhillings per week, but the next 
winter it was eonfiderably encreafed, 
and on Mr Moflop’s going to Ireland, 
he became pofleffed of feveral new parts, 
and received a further augmentation 
of pay. 

During the theatrieal contention in 
Dublin between Barry and Moffop, they 
repeatedly invited Holland over to per- 
form in that metropolis, aod aceording-~ 
ly in the fummer of the year 1763, he 
agreed to the propotal of the. latter, 
and piayed ten nights at Smock Alley 
theatre, tor which. he. received the funs 
of tool. andabenefit. A cohfiderable 
offer avas made him to continue during 
the winter.at Dublin, but his attach< 
ment to Mr Garrick, who had upon 
various occafions, givin him the ftrong- 
eft proofs of his regard, determined him 
to return to Lontion. 

A regular theatre being eftablithed in 
Briftol for the fummer feafon about 
three years ago, Holland was;:invited by. 
the late Mr Powell, with whom he had 
long lived in the greateft intimacy, to 
unite with him in the direétion of the 
drama of that city, and in this capacity 
he acquitted himfeif fo well, that 1t was 
apparent the leffons he had received from 
his great mafter, had qualified him no 
lefs for an excellent manager than a 
diftinguithed aétor. 

The, winter before the laft, Mr -Gar- 
rick and Mr Lacy .refolved to difpole of 
the patent, and a treaty was entered ine 
to for the purchafe between 'thofe two 
gentlemen, and Mr King the.celebrated 
comedian, Mr George Garrick, aad Mr 
Holland, , who, from thelr talents and 
fervices, were favoured with the firft of- 
fer of the property. Holland upon this 
occafion received a convincing proof of 
the refpeétable light he ftood in with his 
friends, who aétually raifed for him the 
fum of. 15000], at one days: notice, 
which, however, was not employed for 
the purpofe he intended it,. as, the nego- 
ciation was fuddenly broke off, by Me 
Lacy’s unexpectedly declaring it would 
be very difagreeable for him to retire. _ 

At 
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: At the period‘ whén this eminent per- 
former. enjoyed a falary~ of ‘twelve 
pounds pet week for his: theatrical la- 
bours (which, reckoning according to 
playboufe pay, amounted to about 4ool. 
in the feafon) and was in the heighih of 
his reputation ; he was fuddenly feized 
with the Smali-pox, for which his ac- 
quaintance had frequently perfuaded 
him, in vain, to undergo inoculation. 
The diforder at firft put on a mild 
appearance, but foon after turned out 
of the confluent kind; when perceiv- 
ing that the gentlemen who attend- 
ed him, Dr Schomberg and Dr Kehian 
had but little hopes of his recovery, he 
refigned himfelf to his fate with uncom- 
mon refolution, and died with great 
compofure after twelve days illneis on 
the 7th of December 1769; in the 36th 
year of his age. 

A few days before his death, Mr Hel- 
Jand received the facrament, and diétat- 
ed his latt will, by which, afier bequeath- 

ing to Mr Garrick his diamond ring ; 
to Mr Foote his golden-head cane ; the 
fum of two hundred pounds to a child 

who was. nearly related te him, and a 
few trifles to fome of his acquaintance, 
he left his whole fortune, upwards of 
sooo]. to his mother and his two bro- 
thers, at Chifwick, where he was buried. 

An extraordinary circumftance has 

been told of this gentleman, which tho” 
we hope for many reafons has no foun- 
dation in truth, yet, from the pofitive 
manner in. which it has been repeatedly 
affertec, it ought not to be omitted ‘in 
* this place; It 1s affirmed that on the 
morning of his diffolution, Mr A——, 
the apothecary, called at his houfe, and 
was told he was dead, but that on Mr 
A—— going into his chamber where 
the nurfe had laid him out, as it is com- 
monly phraied, in @der to take a laft 
look at his departed friend, he fhewed 
fome figns of lite ; on which Mr A—— 
ordered him to be placed in a warm bed, 
where he revived tor a fhort time, and 
even called for fomething to drink, not 
a little to the aftonifhment and fhame of 
his attendants, who were feverely re- 
buked by Mr A—— for fueh an un- 
pardonable inftance of negleét. 

The charaéters Mr Holland obtained 
the moft reputation in were Richard II. 
Brutus, Hamlet, Pierre, Timur in Zin- 
gis, Manly in the Plain-Dealer, and 
fome other parts of weight in comedy. 
He:was not fond: of letters, though he 
applied with uncommon affiduity to his 
profeffion, and was fo accurate in re- 
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peating the words of his author, that he 
was rarely known to make the moft eri- 
fling alteration in the language of the 
charaéters he reprefented. As a private 
man, he was open, affable and honelt ; 
very frugal yet of a convivial turn, and 
by no means backward in performing 
aéts of generofity ; and his converla~ 
tion, except fometimes in his carelefs mo~- 
ments, when he miftook impudence fur’ 
wit, and rudene(s for fincerity, was fen- 
fible and entertaining.

In al- 
lowing for the wearing of the rod, one 
may fuppofe it to have iuffered a gradu- 
al diminution, a mean fhould be taken 
between its firft length, which was the 
fame with Mr Bird's fcale, and its pre- 
fent length, wh'ch is _.4.,th of an inch 
thorter ; as one may furpofeit at a me- 
dium to have been ,,2,,th of an inch 
Shorter than Mr Bird's fcale ; on which 
account the length of the degree thould 
be further diminithed by 2th part, 
or thtee feet, which added.to ten feet, 
the corretion required on the difference 
of Mr Bird's, and the Royal Society’s 
ftandard, gives thi:teen feet to be fub- 
ftra&ted from the length of the degree 
calculated as above. 

The whole corre&tion will, perhaps, 
be thought fcarce deferving notice, ef- 
pecially as an error of only 1” in the 
celeftial meafure would preducej no lefs 
than 67 feet in the length of the degree. 

Moreover it is probable, that the 
length of a degree has been already ta- 
ken ten or twenty feet too thort, by 
placing the point C too far to the fouth- 
ward, which would about balance the 
fmall correétion in queftion. There- 
fore, all thihgs being confidered, the 
length of the degree may be ftated, as 
given above, viz = 363753 Englihh feet, 
or 569042 Paris Toifes

Defeription of the ints. 
Mr Uraan, 
THis bird has been but lately difco- 
vered by the Dutch in fome of their 
expeditions from the Cape of Good 
Hope into the inland parts of Africa, 
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and I believe has not yet been taken 
notice of by any of the modern writers 
on Zoology.—It is known to the Dutch 
inhabitants of the Cape of Good Hope 
by the name of Secretaris, or rathet® 
Slnnaheter 3 the latter, from the avidity 


with which it attacks and devours {nakes. 


(Slang in Dutch fignifying Snake) to 
which fpecies of reptiles it feems to be 
a mortal enemy.—It has a peculiarity 
of kicking or ftriking forward with 
its feet with great force and dexterity; 
which is of eminent fervice in its com- 
bats with the fhake.—The figure which 
I herewith fend you was taken from 
the life; after a bird in the gover- 
nor’s menagerie at the Cape, which; 
upon meafuring, when in an ercé at- 
titude, I found to be about three feet 
high from the foot to the crown of the 


head. It hasa very hharp, piercing eye, 


furrounded with yellow, which, m the 
fore-part, extends to the bill; the fea- 
thers of the thigh, the point of. the 
wings, and the extremity of the tail are 
black, the reft are white, or light grey 3 
the feathers which fall from the bick 
of the head and neck are very graceful 
and peculiar, 

From the Hottentots it appears, that 
many of the interior nations of the A- 
fricans hold this bird in great venera- 
tion. If leave it to the dilcuffion of 
yeur learned correfpondents to decide 
whether or not this is the bird mentioned 


by Pliny and other ancient naturalifts . 


by the name of Ibis, which the former 
fays, the Egyptians ufed to invoke a- 
gainft ferpents, and which Aldrovius, 
lib. 20, de ibide agens, calls, a bird un- 
known and without a name in Europe, 
—Flavius Jofephus (in his antiquities 
Book ii. chap.

‘¢ My correfpondent in England tells 
“ me, that the M—ry had declared, at 
“ the beginning of the feffions, that if 
** there was not then exifling an oppo- 
** fition and refiftance to this law, they. 
** would have come into a propofal for 
© the repeal. The fame correfponderit 
 acquaints me, that G——r P——1l 
** waited, until publick accounts ar- 
** rived in England from our country; 
** that all was peace and quietude, and 
“‘ that there was no refiftance; and 
* then, he feized that favourable op. 
** portunity; to propofe the repeal, as 
**- coincident with the profeffions of the 
«© M——ry ; which, fo far as regard- 
‘¢ ed matters in America, was cer- 
** tainly thie very critical moment to do 
** it in;—For we weve all lying upon 
“our oars, patiently waiting to fee 
*¢ what Pt would do, and I am 
** confident, that if shey had adopted 
* the repeal on the principles and to 
s* the extent; as propofed in the G—r's 
** {peech, maiters would, before now, 
“ have -been greatly, if not intirely 
¢ quieted ;—but as that was rejected, 
«* we have loft ali hopes of redrefs, on

** on; and therefore; as we have induf- 
“ trioufly begun, fo we fhall zcaloufly 
*¢ perfevere in our refolutions, to ma- 
*« nufadéture tor ourfelves, and eipecial- 
‘* ly as it is already become, and will 
© be daily more and more unpopular 
*« and dilreputable, to appear in any 
* other cloathing, than what is made 
s¢ in America. 

«* Your prefent rulers may perhaps 
¢ {mile with contempt at theft efforts 
« and refelutions; but a few years 
«¢ will convince them of the preat and 
“<< trremediable injury they have done to 
“© Britain.” 

Gov. P—w—Il's Speech in the Britith 
Parliament, on a motion for repealing 
the Duty-A&s affecting America. 

HE introduétory part of this fpeech, 
in which the Gover apologizes 
(Gent. Mag. Dec. 1769.) 
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for the feeming prefumption of a- fingle 
individual, in offering propofitions to 
the Houfe, upon a meafure ‘wherein 
whole parties and bodies of men, how- 
ever they may ciffer in other points, 
have concurred in an uridecifive fuf- 
pence, is purpofely omitied ; the matter 
of the fpeech being of fuch moment, 
and treated in fo juft and mafterly a 
manner, that every apology on account 
of jnconfiderablenefs and unconneétion , 
of inability to {peak in public, and of 
b:ing of no party, or withing to be of 
any,’ how neceflury foever before the’ 
Houfe, is altogether indifferent to the 
public, —proceed we then to the matter. 

There is, fays the governor, a general 
diffatisfaftion and uneafinefs, as well 
here as in Amerita, at our falling back 
into that Controverfy and conteft between 
the government and the colonies, which 
we were once fo happily delivered from. 
All now are convinced that there are 
no means of deciding the controverfy ; 
that there are no hopes of putting an 
end to the conteft. Every event that’ 
atifes, raifes freth difficulties ; nothing 
but power can operate, and that cart 
operate only to mifchief. Power, thus 
uled, will inflame and unite the colo- 
niés, as in one common caufe, and eve- 
ry further exertion of that power will 
only prefs the people clofer together, 
and render more intenfe and ardent that 
heat with which whey are already in- 
flamed. 

There is, in the minds of men, an 
whiverfal apprehenfion of the dange- 
rous confequences of this ftate of things ; 
there is a reluétance in all, anda de- 
termination in moft men againft ufing 
power. All lock for fome mode 4 policy. 
Nay, I will venture further, to fay, that 
all feem to be agreed in what that po- 
licy ought to be.—Namely, That we 
take the firft occafion, which offers, ta 
get back again to that old fafe ground 
of adminifiration, on which the Ameri 
can affairs were conducted until within 
a few years of experiment. People 
differ only as to the occafion and the 
time which may lead to this. They 
fay, we will take the proper occafion, 
when the proper time comes, when we 
fee the proper ground we will repeal 
thefe revenue laws, that we may get 
back again tothe old ground. 

But, Sir, times end occaiions are not 
in our power, we cannot make them ; 
when they arife, ind are in event, all 
we have to do is to profit of them. If 
now, Sir, I can thew that this is the pro- 
per cecafion, the very crifis in which 
governtaent 
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government fhould interpofe to extricate 
itfelf with honor and fafety, perhaps the 
only occafion in which it can fo inter- 
pote, F fall not only vindicate myfelf 
tor having made the motion at this 
time, but if I can explain this truth, 
with that convigtion ‘with which it lies 
in my own breaft, I fhall be able:to per- 
fuade the houfe to aé& alfo upon this ec- 
cafion. 

- That this point of time, this crifis, 
may be feen as it ftands formed in it- 
felf, in all its relations; and in all its 
confequences, it. will be neceflary to 
mark every line which leads to this 

int, this criffs. 
And firft, of-the fovereignty and fu- 
yermery of parliaments. That is a line 
rom which you ought never to devi- 
ate, which ought never to be out of 
fight. The parliament hath and muft 
have, from the nature and eflence of the 
conftitution has had, and ever will have, 

a fovereign fupreme power and juridic- 
tion over every part of the dominions 
of the ftate, to. make laws in all cafes 
whatfoever ; this is a propofition which 
exifts of abfolute neceflity—its. truth: is 
intuitive, and nced not be demonftrated 
—and yet there may be-times and ocea- 
fions when this ought to be declared and 
held forth to the eyes and notice of the 
fubje&t—Such was the time when. the 
Jaw declaring this power was made—it 
enaGted nothing new—it declared no 
power that did net. exift before--but it 
was like the hoifting your colours, the 
fixing your ftandard, to which all true 
patriots of this country ‘might repair, 
under which they might ari ange them- 
felves, and-to which the duty and obe- 

 dience of all might be directed—And 
as you cannot, as you ought not, to give 
up the leaft, the moft inconfiderable 
point of this right, -of this power thus 
claimed, fo ought you not, fo cancye 
not lower thefe colours one inch, nor 
remove your ftandard for a moment— 
Although this. declaratory law is no 
part of the fiperfiruéture of the edifice 

of our conftitution, yet, Sir, it is a vi- 
fible ign and fymbol of its fovereiguty 
affixed to it, and if ever any one, now 
it is fo fixed as a fymbol on the edifice, 
fhould attempt to erafe, or to remove it, 
the whole edifice would fall to pieces. 

This, Sir, is my idea of the fove- 
reignty of parliament, this is my idea 

of the law which declares itt—And if I 
sould think myfelf capable of propofing 
any thing which might derogate from 
this, even in an Jota, I fhould not only 
think myelf gawesthy of beiag a mem- 
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her of this Houfe, but.even a membet 
of the community. When, therefore, 
peopkt {ay that when the colonies recede, 
the proper occafion will arife, wherein 
the government of Great-Britain may 
concede; I fay that occafion never can 
arife. Great-Biitain ought never to 
consedg, if by thofe conceffions are 
meant the giving up any of their rights 
or power, which are mecefary to the fu- 
premacy and {overeignty—nor is it what 
the colonies either ah defire, or expect. 
They only with to hold under this fu- 


premacy thofe rights which they have hi- 


therto enjoyed, and to exercife them in 
the manner in which they have been hi- 
therto permitted to ufe them.— 

. § Let. us then fee what is the cafe, you 
have not only declared this your power, 
but zou have exerted this your power, by 
pafling laws for raifing a revenue for 
the fupport of civil government in the 
colonics, independent of the people of 
thofe colonies. ‘This mode of providing 
for the fupport of civil government, al- 
though there can be no doubt in the 
right and power of the taxes by which 
the proyifion is intended to be made, 
yet it. operates as a revocation of the 
rights and privileges of the legiflatures 
of thofe colonics, as they have been per- 

mitted hitherto to, enjoy them—lIt 18. a 
total change 19 the manner in which 
they. have been hitherto permuted to ex- 

ercife them ; it is a moving of old boun- 

daries ; .and: you have dane it by a law 

that is. unjuit, inefficient, and direétly 

contrary to all fhe principles of com- 

merce refpecting your own intereft. 

The legiflatures of the colonies have 
been. hitherto. permitted to ho'd that 
check and controul upon the govern- 
ment, under which. the people, whom 
they reprefent, live, that they have grant- 
ed, appropriated, and held the difpofal 
of the provifiun for its fupport. And 
although they complain of their being 
aggvieved in haying this power taken 
from them, yet they have fubmitted to 
your aythority, have manifetted their 
obedience to your laws, and have paid 
your taxes. They have indeed petition- 
ed againft the exercife af this power of 
raijing a revenue for this purpofe, yet 
they obeyed before they complained ; 
and if they were all now aétually under 
military law and difcipline, as fome too 
mach ieem to be, they could not be 
charged with mutiny; having obeyed 
firtt, before they complained. :; 

Although they think themfelves ag- 
gticeved—yet. you command their du- 

ty 





you 
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ty in their a& and deed, and .evyen def- 
potifin itfelf cannot command the will. 

They are at the loweft point of fub- 
miffion. Ifyou endeavour to prefs them 
down but one hair’s breadth lower, like 
a {pring they will fly all to pieces,——and 
they will never be brought tothe fame 


_point again. 


They have humbled themfelves im 
hopes, in ‘confidence, that as you ave 
ftout, you will be merciful—but if you 


cautinue to exert your ftoutnefs, you 


will find them ds fturdy as they ‘have 
been humble. If you will not accept 
their fubmiifion now they are at your 
feet, from the moment that you rejeé& 
their fubmiffion, from that moment you 
wili never be able to govern them. 
They will not oppofe power to your 
power, they will not’go into any act of 
fedition, they will not commit any ‘atts 
of treafon ; but they will be imprac- 
ticable. 

There have been ftrange violences 
and outrage in America, the winds have 
beaten hard, the ftorm has been high.— 
The ftate, like a thip, hath been driven 
into extreme danger, amidft thoals and 





breakers—but the people are now in a 


ftate of fubmiffion—they are in fufpence 
—all.is peace—there is a lull at this mo- 
ment ; now then isthe moment to refit 
your rigging, to work out the veffel 
from amidft thefe breakers, and to get 
her under way, in her old Jafe courfe, 
and you may bring ber to the harbour 
that you witb. 

§ Thus of their obedience, that it 
is now at this crifis, at the very loweft 
point that it ever will be; fo, on the 
other hand, of your power, it is now 
at its height—You have in the pleni- 
tude of your power not only rejected 
the petitions of the colonies, but you 
have renoukced the ° principles: which 
thofe petitions contain, and yet. they 
continue to obey to this hour—At 
this hour therefore, there remains no- 
thing that oppofes your authority, no- 
thing that militates agxinft the principles 
of your fovereignty, nothing that can 
be fuppofed to influence or limit your 

ower. Every movement muft, now at 
this hour, derive its. {pring from the vi- 
gour of your qwn principles alone. The 
principles of your own wifdom, juftice 
and policy can alone actuate you. The 
eople of the cqlonies are waiting for 
he iffue of this event—and as it is now 
in your power, and refts wholly upon 
your own difcretion, it is now perhaps 
alone (commanding the point of your 
egwn honor) that you will be able to 
choofe yous own ground with fafety, 


_,, Matters. are naw brought to a crifis, 
at which they nevér will be again ; if 
this occafion is now loft, it is loft for 
ever. If this feflion elapfes with par- 
liament’s doing nothing, American af- 
fairs will perhaps be impracticable. for 
ever aftcr—You may exert power over, 
but Joi can never govern an.unwilling 
people ; they wiil be able to obftrué and 
pervert every effort of your policy ; 
they will render ineffe&tual every exer 
tion of your government ; and will faut 
up every fource, one after another, by 
which you fhould derive any benefit or 
advantage from them. 
. a. Asyour authority and power bas 
its full effe&t at this time—~ 

2. As the people have fubmitted—~ 
are paying the:taxes—and are at peace. 

3- As you have rejected their. appli- 
cations, and have renounced their prin- 
ciples, — 

4. As nothing remains to oppofe, or 
toobitru&, the vigour of your own prin- 
ciples 

_ 5» As youare at this hour, at perfect 
liberty and matters of your own .mo- 
tives.—-T his is the proper time, the proe 
per occafion’that you fhould take to re- 
cur only to yourfelves, to your'own mo- 
tives, to the principles of commerce, po- 
dicy and juttice— 

As there is nothing from without that 
can obftruét your own motions, izguire 
what there is within yourfelves that 
does obftruct. the way, and. prevents 
your: getting back again. to that old 
round, on which you have, for fo many 
years, fafely and happily fteod 5 examine 
and you will find that nothing but this 
unjuit, inefficient and mjudicious law 
(made in the 7th year of his prefent 
majelty) does prevent you== 

Examine’ firft what are the maxims 
and principles of ‘the. police of com- 
merce, with which government hath aét- 
ed towards the colonies for a century 
paft; they can no where better be de- 
fcribed than they are in the aét for en- 
couraging trade, paffed in the rsth year 
of the reign of Charles II, .That act 
points out that the true fpirit of law for 
regulating trade between this country, 
and its colonies, is, 

1. Ta maintain a greater correfpon- 
dence and kindnefs between them and 
steer 

2. To keep them thereby in a firmer 
dependance— 

3- To fecure the vent of, Englith 
goods and manufactures in the colonies ~ 

4. To make this kingdom a ftaple 
for the produce of the colonies, and a 

market

market for thofe fupplies which are ne- 
ceflary for them — 

5- To render them more advanta- 
‘geous and beneficial to this country, 
and to keep them and their trade ‘to 
ourfelves alone 

Now, Sir, will one fay that this reve- 
nue act, of his prefent majefty’s reign, 
hath a tendency to maintain a greater 
kindnefs and correfpondence between 
this kingdom and the colonies—has’ it 
not had a direst contrary effect ?— I 
{peak only to fact. : 

Will any one fay that the (pirit of 
this aét, and the meafures. taken to-car- 
ry it into execution, have had a tendency 
to keep the colonies in a firmer depen- 
dency upon ys—have they not, ‘on the 
contrary, fhaken that dependency to the 
very root ?— 

Will any one fay that it hath a ten- 
dency to promote the vent of Britith 
goods and manufactures in the colonies 
on the contrary, have not the people 
in every colony upon the continent, 
come to one. general. agreement, fot to 
import any Britifh goods upon which 
any of thefe duties are laid, in addition 
to that arbitrary price which we, by our 
monopoly, are enabled to demand »— 

Will any one fay that duties, thus 
Jaid on, your own merchandize and ma- 
nufactures, exported,..to America, do 
not operate to a certain degree, asa pro- 
hibition againit your own produce and 
labour, and as a premium and encou- 
ragement to that of the colonies ~has it 
not had that effect ?— 

Have thefe meafures a tendency to 
render this country a ftaple for the pro- 
duce of America, and a market for the 
fupplies neceffary to it—on the contyary, 
has it not,opened the way toa contra- 
band fupply from foreign markets. ?— 

Will any one fay that under all 
thefe circumftances, the colonies are 
rendered more beneficial and ‘advanta- 
geous to us, or that we are not taking 
the direct way to break the intercom - 
munion of trade and commerce between 
us, inftead of fecuring. the monopoly 
of it? 

Let us therefore view -in this light, 
and by thefe principles of police, com- 
merce and juftice, the American revenue 
aét, of the 7th year of the reign of his 
prefent majefty, which. hath accationed 
all this uneafinefs—which obitrués the 
way to yaur getting back again to your 
old ground—which is unjuit in its pur- 
port, inefficieat as a meafure of fi- 
pance, and operates in dire& oppofition 
io every principle of the Jaws of com- 
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merce, as they ftand related to the me- 


‘ther country. 


1ft. As it propofes to raife a reve- 
nue for the fupport of government in 
the colonies, independant of the people, 
it is contrary to, and is a revocation of 
that fyftem of rights and privileges on 
which ‘the government of the colonies 
hath been eftablifhed —— That eftablith- 
ment hath from the beginning given to 
them the fame check and contrcul upon 
the fervants of the publick, by their 
legiflatures having the granting and dif- 
pofal of the provifion for the fupport of 
government, as parliament hath here— 
and as the fubje&t in both cafes hath 
been always hitherto eflcemed to have 
the fanie rights and privileges, the plan 
of political liberty hath been always the 
fame in both cafes, although the-fcale is 
lefs— but this meafure brqught forward 
‘by this law, hath a tendency.to. revoke 
and change the whole of that fyfem— 
andias it is unneceffary it is unjutt, and 
@ grievance in every degree.— 

ad. It is unjuft as demanding fuch a 

revenue from all the culonies izdifcrimi- 
nately, when feveral provinces have al~ 
ready made ample and adequate provi- 
fon fox this very purpofe, ‘conformable 
to the royal tiftrudionus, by aks which 
have received the royal’ coufirmation.— 
The inftruétion which I beiicve hath 
been conftantly given to every governor 
of every province, fays, ** that the go- 
*s--vernor muft réquire the legiflature to 
‘¢ make provifion, by a permanentlaw, 
without liniitation of. time, for the 
fupport of civil government in that 
province, of the adininiftration of 
jultice, for the making and repairing 
fortifications, and other defcnce for 
the proteétion of his majefty’s do~ 
mintons.””"— 
Mark firft, that every purport of this 
revenue act, of the 7th of his prefent 
mijéfty, is conta'ned in this inftruction ; 
and permit me, Sir, to lay before the 
houfe wliat provifion tLe revenue law of 
Barbadoes has done in this very point— 
what Jamaica has done—what the. colo- 
ny of Virginia has done, in exaé& con- 
furmity to this inftrn&ion, (although I 
wiil not trouble the Houfe with rea ting 
thefe laws, I muft beg leave to refer ta 
theni) — 

Barbadoes, by an impoft of four and 
an half per cent, upon ail their produce 
exported, and by other duties upon 
certain articles imported, hath granted 
to his majefty and his heirs for ever, a 
provifion for the fupport of civil go- 
vernment, and the protection of the 

‘ ifland, 
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ifland, by a revenue greatly beyond 
what thofe fervices have hitherto re- 
quired, and jhamefully beyond what.the 
government of this country hath ap- 
plied to thofe purpofes 

The ifland o Jamaica, by. certain 
duties grarited to his majefty, hath made 
provifion for the fame purpofes, in exact 
conformity ‘to thé like inftruction or re- 
quifition, by a pefmanent revenue, which 
they hope may be without limitation of 
time, as it is to remain as_ long as the 
fucceffion. of the crown fhall remain in 
his majefty’s royal houfe—His majefty’s 
colony of Rg hath likewife grant- 
ed to his majefty, and his heirs for ever, 
‘certain duties of impoft and tonnage, 
for this end, and in the very manner di- 
reted and required by the. Jike royal 
inftruétion— * 

I could alfo here mention the grants 
of revenue which the Leward iflands 
have made to the crown for the fame purr 

ofes, but as the affembly of thefe 
lands with too unwary a confidence, 
negletted to appropriate the monies arif- 
ing from the revenue which they grant- 
ed—the crown tovk it as rather given 
to the King in his SEiGNoRaL,CaPa- 
cITY, than to the SUPREME MaGis- 
TRATE for the purpofes of the fate. 

But ‘parliament, in the beginning of 
the reign of Queen Ann, being appriz- 
ed of this unjult and fhameful perver- 
fion of this revenue, came. to.a-refolu- 
tion to addrefs her majefty that for zhe 
future thofe duties of four and an half 
per cent. colleéted in Barbadvs, and. the 
Leward iflands, might be applied tor 
the repairing and erecting fuch fortifica- 
tions, and other public ufes, for the.fafe- 
ty of the faid iflands, as her majefty 
fhall dire&, and that an annual account 
how the faid duties fhal] have been ex- 





pended, may be laid before the Houle. 


of Commons——Nothing hath. ‘ever. 
been done in this matter, although it 


fo regards the honor of the crowns, in- 


doing juftice to the people—and the 
fame perverfion continues to. this day. 
And yet this laft revenue Jaw demands 
from, and colleéts upon thefe people, 
(after having thus perverted what they 
have already granted more than fuffici, 
ent) a duplicate revenue for the fame 
purpofes already provided for.— 

It is not only unjuft to charge thefe 
provinces with taxes for the purpole of 
raifing a revenue, who have already, at 
the requilition of the crown, taxed them- 
felves, and have already railed a reve- 
nue for the fame end—but there is an 
additional ipjuftice iri charging the obe- 


dient provinces with this burthen, for 
the eyes of fupplying the defeést in 
thofe. provinces which have not been 
obedient to that end. 

In the next ‘place, when we confider 
this law-as a meafure of finance, the 
fact upon your table proclaims its ins 
eficiency, for the fum returned, as its 
whole nett produce amounts but to 2951. 
and a few thillings. 

Compare this revenue, as arifing i 
the refpeétive provinces, with the reve- 
nue raifed for the fame purpofed in thofe 
very provinces, previous to this ineffici- 
ent and injudicious ag, 

The revenue of Jamaica was, in the 
yeat 1728, granted for $3711. and is 
now greatly more than double that fum 

er annum. The amount raifed by this 
ate act is but 3231. 

The revenue raifed in Virginia, which 
ought in like manner, as in Jamaica, to 
be applied to the fupport of civil goe 
vernment, and to the protection of his 
majefty’s dominions there, is above 
275001. per annum; whereas the ree 
venue intended by this a& to create a 
more certain provifion,’ has’ amounted 
to but 3601], What the amount of, the 
four and an half per cent. duties are, 
i cannot pretend to mark with any pre- 
cifion, as no‘account ‘of them has ever 
been daid before the public—but it is 
notorious what large grants, by annui- 
tiesand otherways, are paid out of them. 

Now, Sir, view:this fyftem of finance 
in the light either of jaftice or police, 
and the impropriety of this a& mult be 
apparent in every degree of conviétion.

“e-Can any one imagine that the people 
ot America are’ under any neceflity of 
impo. ting this article into that country ! 
Can any one imagine that there is no 
ved or yellow-ocre on that great conti- 
nent! Can any one fuppofe that a'coun- 
tiv which abounds with mines of lead, 
aron and copper, hath net every colour 
that the art of painting hath produced 
and u&id—But rf they had but one, and 
that the pooreit colour that ever was 
-uied, we know how far the fpirit of an 
agitatud peo le will go, as there was a 
Aime when we heard. of nothing but 
Pruffian cakes and Pruflian ale—fo if.a 
tancy was taken up but once to call this 
pocr colour, tae colcur-of tiberty, every 
houle, carnage and thip wonld be paint- 
ed with it. 

This a& lays a ftrange, unintelligible 
duty upon paper. There are large ma- 
nufagtures of paper: in that country, 
the only difficulry they labour under _is 
that et colle&ting a futhictent quantity 
of linnen\rags; but. if they, were once 
to confider that the fubftance of paper 
as nothing but the macerated remains 
pf certain plants; they would find a way 
of obtaining that fubfinnce, withont its

It is on thefe confiderations, I fhall 
end what I have to fay, in meving t 
Houfe tg go into a committee, to con- 
fider this aét, paffed in. the 7th year of 
his prefent majelty, and the ul effects of 
it. But as it is, I underitand, cufto- 
mary to open now in the Houfe what I 
thal: propofe to that committee, if, the 
Houfe fhould approve of going into 
fuch, the following are what I intend 
to offer.

tain and adequate provifion for defray- 
ing the charge of the adminiftration of 


_Juttice, and the fupport of civil govern- 


ment in fuch provinces where it may be 
found neceflary, and towards further de- 
fraying the expences of defending, pro- 
tecting and fecuring the faid dommmions, 

That.it is the opinion of this com- 
mitiee, that the repeal of faid duties. is, 
upen commercial confiderations alone, 
highly proper and neceffary. 

That the Houfe be moved to bring 
in a bill for repealing fo, much of an

AY I be permitted to afk a queftion 
or two concerning the prefent tem- 
per of the times?

offer to fay fo, would prefently give him

As for the grievances lately complain - 
ed of, they feem to be chiefly thefe, dif- 
fipating the public money among his 
countrymen by the E. of B—, general 
wairants,—an undue exertion of the 
military, —with fame other infringements 
not perhaps entirely jultifiable. But 
then, what will you fay concerning the 
tranfa&tions of government, antecedent 
toall thefe! In fhort, what will you fay 
of an adminiftratiog, whofe profeffed 
plan it was, to deprive the people of 
their proper guardians,—the fole pra. 
tectors of their perfons, liberties, and 
properties, partly by purchafing eleéti- 
ons, and partly by corrupting the elect- 
ed? what will you fay of their lavithly 
and profufely {qnandering the nation’s 
money in foreign fubfidies, remittances, 
&c. as if their real aim had been not fo 
much the enriching ‘of foreigners, as the 
impoverithing of thei: fellow fubjeéts ? 
ere all thefe things, thus carryed on 
for thirty years at leaft, no grievances ? 
But the moft material queftion is; 
Were the writers, or others, who under- 
took to expofe thefé abominable tranfac- 
tions, carefled, applauded, and even 
idolized by the people ‘then, in like 
manner as the prefent aflertors of pub- 
lick liberty are now. Alas! ‘fo far 
from that, thefe former advocates of the 
eople, either were never generaily 
Facaa: or are now, for the moft part, 
entirely forgotten ; Whence, then, is this 
ftrange partiality in favour of former 
ftatelmen ? Why, fo calm on thofe for- 
mer trying occations, whilft, now a 
the publick' refentment is inftantly 
blown up into a flame, merely on the 
over hatty feizing of a few papers, and 
the once interrupting of one tingle coun- 
ty in their ufé of att undoubted tight? 
Are thefe infringements, aéted only 
once, and only againft one fingle per- 
fon and county, far more alarming and 
terrible, than ‘the fame, nay, far greater 
encroachments, refolutely carried on 
for thirty years at leaft, againft the whole 
kingdom ? . 


But you will fay, perhaps, that thele 
former grievances, whatcver they might 
be in themfeives; were’ neverthelets, by 
the uncommon prudence of the thea 
fate phyficians, rendered colowmable, 
and fo were inftantly admitted without 
oppofition. But why fhould the enflav- 
ing, impoverishing, and opprefling jthe 

ublick in an arttul way, be cryed up «s 
the height of fage policy in ene fit of 
minifters, whilft the Jeaft infringement, 
aéted in a direct. way by another fet, 
muft be univerfally ‘exclaimed againti, 
as an intollerable grievance? Why muit 
the conftant endeavour to undermine 
the foundations of the people's lite: ties, 
under the plaufible pretence of protecting 
them, be looked upon’as real patriotiim, 
whilft the mof trifling infringement by 
unwary men, in an artiefs way, muit 
immediately found the alarm bell, and 
caufe an univerfal uproar againtt ty- 
rannical government ! 

Though the ignorant multitude-may 
be impofed upon by colourable pretences; 
yet how come the prime leaders, in this 
prefent ftruggle for liberty, (men of 


-fenfe as they feem to be,) to be caught 


by the fame plaufibilitics ? How come 
they, in the cenjuriog of miniftcrial mea- 
fures, entirely to overlook thofe former 
fchemes of court management, which 
feem to be the ‘moft iniquitous: in their 
firft contrivance, and the moft incurabiy 
pernicious in their con!équences ?

Nay, fo far from lodking hackward 
to former fchemes of court policy, or 
alledying long-felt. grievances, as a rea- 
fon why their prefent compiaints ought 
to be the more fpeedily attended to, 
that they do, on the contrary, take all 
poifible occations of reiersing people to 
the fingular wifdom of the W—l—n 
and P ——m adminifirstions, in order 
to their difcerning the more clearly the 
faults and blemiihes of the p:efent.

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Now whatever account fome. may 
think fit to give of this ftrange incon- 
fittency ! this fhameful partiality! I 
am very confident, of this, at leaft, that 
if their quarrel were wholly and folely 
againit national grievances, they would 
be as little inclined to wink at one fet 
of grievances, as at another ; leaft of all 
wouid they go about to reprefent the 
more infupportable grievances, as mat- 
ters of real merit, whilft they exclaim 
againft the Jefler ones, as infufferable 
acts of minifterial encroachment.

Lattices fo generally received in 
France for fome years paft.: When 
Publicola was contented to dwell in a 
houfe open on all fides, and-expofed to 
the eyes. of the public, he did not act 
thus from tafte, but with a political 
view to pleafe the people, and to devi- 
ate from the tyrannical manners of 
kings whom they had expelled. But 
our modern lattices are approved of, 
becaufe it is pretended that they give to 
places chearfulnefs, light, air, and views 
abroad. All this may be had in an 
open field, if we would chufe to dwell 
there under a tent. If Lattices give 
you the pleafure of feeing what pafles 
abroad, they give you alfo the uneafinefs 
of being feen, -however you may hap- 
pen to be employed, by ali who pafs by: 
‘They keep you in that. conftraint and 
refpeé&t which are due tothe public, and 
require from yau, in fpite of yourfelves, 
a decent habit and’ regular pofture, and 
deprive-you of the conveniences of re- 
tirement,* ‘and the fweets of folitude. 
What lady has the affurance to appear 
in a-difhabille and-mob ‘in a garden di- 
vided only by: lattices from the ‘high 
road that leads from Paris to Verfaillles ?: 
You think yourfelves very retived at 
home, and in perfeé& fecurity by a bar- 
rier of iron rails, not coafidermg that 
the hundred openings of this inclofure 
deprive you of that fecurity, and that 
you have a hundred gates difplayed, 
which leave a-free communication from 
without, and expofe'you to plunder *,

Gardens A-la-mode. 

I cannot approve of our fafhionable 
gardens, I mean thofe open gardens 
which confift of large gravel walks, 
efpaliers, and parterres, embellifhed on- 
ly with fome delicate knots tricked, 
out with flowers and dwarf-trees, and, 
bordered with bex; where the fum- 
mer can fearce be diftinguifhed from 
the winter.

wood, lofty trees, high. hedges, and 
green fhades. Mott of our private 
gentlemen having neitber. ground large 
enough, nor a fufficient purfe, to beau- 
tify their gardens with fuch a variety of 
decorations, and to maintain them, have 
only adopted the parterres, which are 
foon finifhed, and at no great expenee, 
but are fo much expofed to the heat, that 
ladies who are careful -of their complec- 
tion, dare aot walk in them till ‘after 
fun- fet. 
_ T. Rapin was of another ‘tafte, and 
has ieft_ as quite different Icffons in his 
agreeable poem on Gardening: And if 
gil could have gratified the defire he 
had to write on this fubject, he would 
not have contented himéelf with laying 
down rules for cultivating fruit trees 
and kitchen gardens, but in imitation of 
the good old Cilician, whom ‘he faw at 
Tarentam, (whole fuccefsful care and 
indeftry he paints fo beautifully). he 


would have deftribed'in his porm the: 


pleafures which lofty trees, (barren as 
they are,): afford by their beauty, their 
fhade, and their: verdure.*;

brought with them thither:the Jove and 
tafte. of letters; and fo ‘many others, 
whofe elogies Paulus Jorius has left us. 
We cannot too highly commend the ge- 
nerofity of thofe, who being willing to 
communicate to their coritemporariés 
and to pofterity, poffeffions, the  pur- 
chafe of which coft them fo many wake- ~ 
ful nights, have fought to fhorten and 
fmooth the roads of the ftiences. But 
the fuecefs of their labour: has-been’ too 
happy, and a good caufe has produced 
a very bad effeétt. The facility of’ ftu- 
dies has occafioned a luke-warmneis in 
the purfuit of them, and men have reft- 
ed with falfe learning: at the foot of the 
mountain, to {pare themfelves ‘the pains 
of mounting to the top of it, where 
alone true learning is tobe found. So 
many abridgements, fo many new mé- 
thods, fo many indexes, fo many diétio- 
naries, have flackened that lively ardor 
which quickened and raifed up fcholars, 
Itis deemed unneceflary to take much 
pains, fince it is fuppofed men may be- 
come competently learned» without it. 
All feiences are now a-days contprifed 
in difiionaries, and thofe the only keys 
fought after to penetrate them *. Where 
is the virtuofo lady, the batchelor of

arts, 
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asts, or the regent in his noviciate, who 
do not think themfelves on a par with 
{cholars of the firf clafs, as foon as they 
are fufnified with a good edition of 
Moreri, the compilers of whit h ought not 
themfelves ‘to be ranked in the fecond ? 
LXXIV. 
Good judges of Poetry more rare than 
good Poets. 

In my effay on the origin of Romances, 
E advanced a paradox, which no one, 
however, hs oppofed, viz. that: good 
judges of psetry are more rare than good 
‘poets: And I convinced M. de Segrais, 
to whom that difrourfe is addrefied, of 
the truth of this sflértion, The word 
poetry is very general, and extends from 
the epigram, the madrigal, and the bal- 
lad, even to the ep:c poen; and from 
Bucolies, to the moft fublime kind. of 
‘Odes. In order to judge of all thefe 
kinds of poetry, it is neceflary to know 
the n:ture and the ruics of them. And 
how few are ‘there who ave acquainted 
with thefe? But if they were known, 
that would not be {ufficient to make 

ood judges of postry. There’ muft 
fe alfo a peculiar tilte and genius, 
which are merely the gifs of nature, 
and which ftudy cannot bettow ; and as 
Horace fays, that he alone deferves ihe 
name of a poet, ‘cui mens divinior, the 
fame thing may be truly faid of a good 
judge of poctry. Not only a natural 
elevation of genius is neceflary for this 
purpofe, but there muft be aifo a nice 
and delicate car, whi.h may be improv- 
ed when it is'derived from nature, but 
can never be acguiied by thofe who 
-want it. As we. fee fonie perfons, in 
other refpe&ts of an excelient under- 
ftanding, who yet have no ear for mu- 
fic, fuch as Lipfius owns himfelf, and 
Malhcrbe is faid to have*been, and fuch 
as.we have known Menage and Segrais; 
-fo-there zre others aifu who are injenfi- 
ble to.th¢ harmony of numbers. Where- 
as they to whom nature has granted this 
taler:t, find themielves agitated. (as it 
were) by an ectlacy. of delight, at.the 
recital of mufical and fonorous veries. 
Jutt astwa@ ffrings which are unifons, 
if you touch one of them, the other 
alio produces the fume found. 

I give up to women and to the vulgar 
the difcuffion of madrigals, of ballads, 
and epigrams; though the epigram has 
alfo its rules, yet of a {mall extent. But 
as in thefe days, among us, gallantry 
has made the women judges of what 
depends upon the, underftanding as well 
as upon the fenfes, they abufe the power 
which we have let them ufurp ; and from, 
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the loweft kind of poetry, which belongs 
to. their jurifdi&tion, they exalt them- 
feives to be judges of the moft fublime, 
which befides a good natural. taite, re- 
quire alio fudy and. meditation, of 
which they are entirely deftitute ; and. . 
they draw in their train thofe, who hav- 
ing abandoned their hearts to them, 
furrender their hearts alfo to be difpofed 
of at their pleafure. Neverihelefs, on 
this, poetical fortune. depends. And 
woe to thofe who for. want of having 
made the(fe refi: &tions, have laboured to. 
procure the: approbation of the public, 
by epic poems! They ought aifo to 
have made another reflection, no le!s ef- 
fential, upon the prefumptuvus genius. 
of our nation ; and, betides its prefump- 
tion, Lively, impetuous, an. enemy to la- 
bour, and incapable of fi:ch a, conftant. 
attention, and Keady spplication, of 
mind as the nobler poem: require, we. 
can fcarce rajie ourfelves.to.the fublimi- 
ty of the Oc'e, nor beer the length of 
it. This is the couytry, and the feafon 
of *trioiets and madrigals; and we. 
cannot compafs the + fonnet without dif- 
ficulty. Whoever can conclude thefe 
little pcems with fome fhort and. 
poignant thoughts, which are called 
points, will be iure to bear away, with- 
out arval, 

The wreaths that crown the. poet's brow, 

And ever- blooming fame beftow. 

Perforns who have no ‘tafte. for: fine 
poetry, compriie «il the rules of it in 
thofe of ve uheation.' A rough cadence, 
an impioper iliftiony am unhappy rhyme, 
a bold phrafe, rina work, in other ret- 


pects highly commendable, tull of beau- 


tiful- turns, of elevation aad harmony. 
It is by thefe rules, that prizes are dif- 
tributed id thefe teibunals of Normandy, 
which arecalled Palizods. By. this way. 
of judgine, the poems cf Fracaftorius 
and even thofe: of Muaiherbe would 
fave been there rejc&ted 3 fince we find 
in the formes falie quantities, and in the 
lattcr all thofe faults, which Chevrcau 
has obferved. 
For the init proof of my paradox, that 
good judges of puctry a-e more rare than

Grace the Duke of Grafton, rdative 
to the fum of five thoufjaud pounds of- 
fered by that gentleman to bis Grace, 
Jor procuring bis fon the revi ‘ficwary 
grant of Clerk of the Crown in the 
ifand of Farmaica, 
R Wedderburn, on the fide of the 
defendant, cpencd the cafe, and 


in the exordiam of his {peech, acknow- 
ledged, * That though the fact com- 
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miited by Mr Vaughan might not, 
ftriGily, be defended, as gexrlemazly, 
or sexourable, yet it could not pro- 
perly come before that court as a mif- 
demeanor in law—that’ court having 
no iight to take cognizance of aélions 
merely pro correctione morum, as the 
money, thouch offered, was not re- 
ceived. He inftanced this, in the fup- 
pofal of a cafe, where a man folicits 
the wife of another, and fle refutes ; 
on the principle of her refufal, the 
law has ne cizim on the folicitor, on 
account of the immorality of the ac- 
tion ; whereas, if the had confented 
in the difhoncuring ker hufband, then, 
and only ia that cafe, he would be a- 
menable to the court.—Befides, my 
Lord, continues Mi Wedderburn, the 
ideas that perfons have at this, and 
the other fide Temple Bar, in regard 
to the fale of pubiic offices, aie very 
different ; thofe at the other fide ima- 
gining, from their general notions of 
traffic, that as feme places are fale- 
able, all others may; and this muft 
occur very readily to Mr Vaughan in 
the prefent cafe, 2s this very individu - 
al place had been formerly fold for the 
creditors of a former patentee. —Pro- 
pofals of this nature, therefore, my 
Lord, are fo cuftomary, though per- 
haps not: fo public, that, I believe, 
were they all to come before your 
Lordfhip, this court need have litde 
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-elfe-to do: Befides, in this particular 
‘cafe, we have no precedent ; .no, I 
will: advance, not’a Jingle: one, that 
makes it criminal, mereiy to, offer mo- 
ney for the purchafe: of public offices. 
—If fo, my Lord, if there's not a fin- 
gle digtum. to the contrary, how is 
Mr Vaughan blameable for an action, 
though pet ‘in a. moral fenfe- praite- 
worthy, yet, in no. other refpeét, re- 
pugnant to the legal, inflitutes of his 
ecuutry ?°

I will accept 
it, [Here Mr Solicitor-General quoted 
Lord Chief Fuftice Hale on bribery, 
as weil as feveral pertinent inflances 
in regard to eleGions.|. So that, my 
Lord, in whatever light this tranfac- 
tion. comes to be viewed, whether as 
a difbonourable. a&tion, or an illegal 
one, it equally. anfwers. to both epi-

The lawyers employed on both fides 
continued their pleadings till after fonr 
o'clock, when my Lord Mansfield, déli- 
vered himielf as follows; ** Iam clear 
in my opinion on this matter.

Why did-he not openly treat 
with the feller? or why did he not'give 
the common {€curities in this cafe, by 
bond, bill or note?—No; all thefe ufu- 
al forms were fet alide, to'make room 
for a p-opofal darkly cloaked ‘up in the 
form of an ‘affidavit, that the money 
fhould be paid, and the tranfaétion kept 
an inviolable fecret ; Nay, fo much was 
Mr Vaughan afraid of its tranfpiring, 
tnat he particularly requefts in his letter, 
that jf his Grace fhould> not’ comply 
with his propofal, that he would im- 
mediately return him his affidavit and 
letter.

To exclude the-members of the le- 
giflature from ferving the ation in its 
executive departments, is the idle dream 
of diftempered imaginations ; and: to 
hope that P. t may-be rendered in- 
dependent of the’ crown, when a great 
majority is employed-in its :fervice, -is 
‘the mere theory: of ignorant politicians. 
Should they; by any means, be rendered 
independent, * our conftitation would, 
from that moment, ceafe to exift, The 





>The clamours: of the:.common peo- 
ple:.arife: trom ignorance, and, for the 
fafety of the :ftate;:,they ought to. be 
 Mnavailing, ..A diffclution’ of parlia- 
ment. will not. throw the. majority in 
the .feale of Wilkes and. the vulgar.

1 BECAUSE the obfervations of days 
and times has an obvious and _na- 
tural tendéncy té make peopie. fuperfti- 
tidus, and to place‘ too much confidence 
in outward ceremonies, to the neglect of 
the more. effential aud neceflary duties 
of a chriftian life. 

2; Becaufe’ the practice of obferving 
times, and keeping fome days holy in 
preference to others, ig no where enjoin- 
ed-in the New Teftament ; but on the 
contrary, is in feveral places difeouraged, 
See Galat. 'iv..'9, 10) If. 

3- Becaufe it implies an abfurdity to 
fet a-part one day in the year for Him 
who ought to be held in continual, re- 
membrance ; and, by putting the faviour 
of the world upon’a phatiay with, the 
meaneft of the Romith legendary faints, 
isthe higheft indignity that can be offered 
to the great author te our redemption. 

4. Becaufe people who think in this 
manner, as the quakers are known to do, 
cannot confiftently witht the principles of 
pure and fimple chriftianity, art 
by their example, the fuperttitious cul-

: HE fécond ‘part ‘of this work begins 

vw owith an account’ of the origin of 

the kingdom of Ponthiamas, which af- 

fotds"a molt” ftriking’ inftance of ‘the 
“power of agriculture. s 

Ponthiamas lies north of the penin- 
fula of Mallacta, and its iflands.; ‘it is 
cd fmallteititory Called there Gancar, 
‘bat'in the French Charts is called Pon- 
thiamas ; it is furrounded by 4 territory 
belofiging to the Siamefe, the Malay- 
ans, and the kingdom of Camboya, 

‘all which ‘groan under the worlt defpo- 
tifin, or have no eftablifhed govetnment 
at all; itis a'delightful country, but 
‘about ga years ago it was’ whoily un- 
cultivated, and almoft ‘ deftitute of in- 

» Habitants. 

The coaft was frequented by one 
Kiang-tfe, 4 Chinéfe’ merchant, who 
commanded his own veffel, afid who be- 
ing ftriick with the uncommon fertility 
of the foil; formed adefign to improve it. 

He firft engaged a number of people, 
who had been ufed to the bufinef$ of 
agriculture, from China, and thé neigh- 
bouring nations; and then, fora certain 
‘fabfidy, he obtained, from the princes 

- of the furrounding territoriés, a guard 
for their protection. 

With thefe people he failed to Bata- 
via, and the Phillippine iflands,-and.in 

“his voyage borrowed: fiom the Europe- 


ans their moft ufeful difcoyeries, parti- — 


cularly ‘the'art of fortification add de- 
fence. Then landing at, Pontbiama:, 
he raifed ramparts, funk ditches, ‘and, 
from the profits of his commerce, pro- 
vided them with artillery. 

Having thus fecured himfelf from any 
fudden attack of the neighbouring Bar- 
barians, he diftributed his Iands_to his 
‘hufbandinén, without any refervation of 
tax, duty, or fine; at the fame time pro- 
‘viding them with all kinds of jnftru- 
‘ments for cultivatiny the ground, 

He eftablithed no Jaws but thofe 
“which natiré has made commgn to all 
‘mankind, and he gave them fanétion by 
firft obeying them himielf, and exhibit- 
ing a ftriking example of fimplicity, in- 
duftry, frugality, humanity, and good 
faith. 

The woods were foon cleared, the 
ground tilled, rice fown, canals cut from 
the rivers to water the fields; and the 
harveft was fo plentiful, that after fup- 
“plying fubfiftence to the inhabitants, it 
Fieni ed an object of extenfive com- 
merce, 
‘flocked,’ with aftonifhment, to this new

It is at this day governed by the fon.of 
the very Kiang-th who fettled the colo- 
ny, and who inherits as well the vistues 
as the poffeffions of his father, He is 
become very powerful, and the Barba- 
rians, his neighbours, ftile him king; he 
pretends however to no sight of fore- 


reignty, but is happy in being the firft 


hufbandinan, and the firft: merchant of 
his country. 
To the north of Ponthiamas lie-Cgm- 


_baya and Tiampa; both are-naturally 


fertile, and appear to have been former 
ly cuJtivated, but tyranny has at length 
rendered them defart, and the wretched 
natives are reduced to feed ona few 
roots, which they gather .ameng the 
thorn¢ and brambics that. overlpread 


of “Camboya, are the. ruins,of+a city 
buile with ftone, fomewhatap the man- 


“ner of Peropean architeéture ; and. the

plough is ftill to be traced, by.the ridges 
in the fields. but the prefent inhabitants 
have no hito [, or éven tadaion that 
throws any lig tu on. the fubject, 3 

f Camboya..is Cochiz 
ferving the defolate ftate of Cambaya, 
took pol, fion, fome years, ago, .of the 
tracts that were moft convgnicnt, and 


. have. introduced an excellent. culture. 
“One province which they have ufurped 


in this manner is called Dognay, and itis 


"at prefent the granery of Cochin-China. 


Cochin-China itfelf, , is. but of late e- 
mérged from a ftate of barbarifm equal - 
ly deplosable with that.of Camloya. - It 
was about one hundred and fifty years 
ago, inhabited by fome fcattered tribes 
of fayages, called Loz, who lived partly 
by fifhing, and partly. upon, fuch reats 
as they found, 

About this. time, a, principal officer 
of the king of. Tcnquin, teok up arms 


againit his mafter; but being unfuccefs- 


ful, he retired with hjs: adherents, crofs 
the river that. divides Tonquin. from 
Cochin-China; the favages flying befere 
him, took refuge among the mountains 


_of T flampay and at length, he remained 


in the. peaceable. pofleffion. of the coun- 
try, which extends abopt two shhundred 
leagues from north to fouth, but is. nar- 


“row. and unequal from éaft to weft. 


“The Topquinefe began to cultivate 
rice, which is the ordinary food of ail 
as the 
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the Afiatics, and {cparated themfelves 
into-little cantcnments on the banks of 
the rivers. The fertility of the foil-re- 
turned them’ great increafe, and they 
multiplied at an dmazing rate, fo that 
their whole‘country being improved by 
cultivation; they have fent out a colony 
to Camboya, . 

The rice cultivated in Cochin-China 
is of ix different kinds; four require 
water, and two do not, which are 
therefore diftinguifhed by the name of 
dry rice; of one kind of diy rice they 
make vermicelli, the grain being white 
as fnow, and, when dreffed, of a vifcous 
confiftence. 

The dry rice is cultivated like wheat ; 
it lies ‘not more than three mouths in the 
ground, and produces a mof pitntiful 
crop: The author thinks it would fuc- 
ceed well in France. 

Next fo rice, the moft important arti- 
cle of cultivation of'Cochin-China is 
the fugar cane. White fugar of the 
beft quality ‘is fold at the port of Fale 
or Falfo in Cechin-China at about eight 
fhilliigs the hundred: weight, and the 
Chinefe alone purcliafe annually above 
forty thoufand barrels, éach weighing 
two thoufand pounds, which amounts 
to thirty two thoufand pounds ftirling, 

. The author obferves that ‘this coun- 
try, which produces fugar in fuch abun- 
dance, and at fo low a price, being a new 
kingdom, fliould be confidered as a co- 
Yony ; that the fugar cane is there cultt- 
vated, and the fugar prepared and refin- 
et, by free Men, .and that the price be- 
img fo much under that for which the 
fame commodity is fold,. which is cul- 
tivated and preparéd by the wretched 


flaves of our European colonies, it 


ould not be neceflary to authorize by 
Taw the flavery of the unhappy Afri- 
cans tranfported to America, ‘* Our 
Weft India colonies, fays he, if they 
had been diftributed without refervation, 
amorg a free people, would have pro- 
duced double the quantity of fugar that 
is now procured by the labour of the 
unfortunate negroes. The earth which 
multiplies her produétions with a kind 
of profufion, under the hands of the 
free-born hufbandman, feems to fhrink 
into barrenneis under the {weat of the 
flave.” 

The Cochin Chinefe, among other 
plants, cultivate one which at prefent 
is peculiar to their country, called T/ai ; 
this being fermented like Indigo, fur- 
nithes in great plenty, a green flower 
or powd-r, which, in dying, gives. a 
durable tlacture of a fine emerald co- 
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lour. This plant, fays the juditious 
author, would undoubtedly be a meit 
valuabje prefent to our Weit India.co- 
lonics. © ; 
The mountains of this.country pro. 
duce the Eagle, or aloes wood, the-moft 
precious pertume in the world, and cin- 
namon, which though in {mall quanti- 
ties, is much, fuperior to that of Ceylon, 
and is bought by the Ciinefe at more 
than three tumes the price; the moun- 
tains are alfo full of, deer, , antelopes, 
wild goats, peacocks, pheatants and 9- 
ther ga:ne ; put the chace, though free 
to all, is dangerous, fro:n the number 
of tygers, elephaints, rhinocerotes, and 
other fierce animals, with which the. fo- 
reits that cover the mountains abound ; 
and from the mountains the inhabirants 
are fupplied with ivory, myfk, wax, 
iron, and gold in great abundaace. 
They have a profufion of filh, both 
from sivers and the fea. They haye 
alfo the Elephant, the Horfe, the Buf- 
filo, the Cow, the Hog, the Goat, the 
Goofe, the Duck, and poultry of varj- 
ous kinds. They have, however,. but 
few goud fruits, and do, not cultivate 
the vine, though it is ane of their na~ 
tural produétions. - 
The mbabitants are gentle, hofpita- 
ble, frugal and_induftious;.,there is _ 
not a beggar in the country; and rob- 
b-ry and murderare abfolutely uaknown. 
A fivanger may wander over the king- 
dom from one ,end to the other, the ca- 
pital excepted, without  mceting - the 
flighteft infult; he will, be every: where 
received with the moi eager cawiofity, 
but at the fame time with the. greateft 
benevolence. A Cochin Chinefe travel- 
ler, who has not money fufficient to de- 
fray his ¢xpences.at.an inn, enters, the 
firft houfe,of the town or village he ar- 
rives at; nobody enquires his bufinefs,; 
he fpeaks. to. none, but filently waits 
for the hour of dinner; as foon as the 
rice 18 ferved up, he modeftly. ap- 
proaches, places himfelf at the. table 
with the family, eats, drinks, and de- 
parts, without. pronouncing a. fingle 
word, or being afked a fingle queftion. 
This nation was governed by its firft 
fix kings, as a father governs his family ; 
they. required from their fubjeéts only 
an annual free-gift te defray the ex- 
pence of their defenfive war againft the 
‘Tonquinefe ; but the government de- 
generates under the prefent prince, who, 
though naturally equitable and benevd- 
lent, is weak, anid fuffers himfelf to be 
governed by favourites ; he has accy- 
mulated gold, and built a fuperb palace 
a leagues 
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a league in circumference, furrounded 
by& wall} of which is mounted fixtcen 
hundred pieces of cannon, which an- 
nounce. to the people, fays this author, 
theapproaching lofs of their rights and 
liberties » ‘The old levies have been en- 
creafed, ‘new taxes devifed, and luxusy, 
oppreffion, and corruption, which fpread 
from the court as their centcr, are every 
where gaining ground. 

This country, fays the author, will 
probably be again wiid and favage, fe- 
veral villages being alicady deierted, 
and the fields falileu back into their un- 
cultivated ftate. Such a revolution it 
has fuffered before; for thovgh it was 
inhabited only by favages, when the fu- 
gitive Tcnquineie took poffeffion of it, 
they fousd the ruins of an immenfe 
wail, which appeared to have been part, 

-of a great city ;.it' was of ‘brick, ‘and 

of-a forin very différent from what igs 
to-be feen ‘in the other countries of A- 
fia ; no biftory, however, or even tra- 
dition, has preferved the memory of the 
buil' ers. 

From Cochin-China the author pro- 
cetded to China, wliich the Cochin-Chi- 
nefe, with great refpeét, call the king- 
dom of the great luminary. 

\Adter fome days navigation, before 
there was any appearance of land, he 
perceived along the. horizon a foreft of 
matts, and foon after itinumerable boats 
which covered the furface of the water, 
and were employed in fithing ; ‘when he 
entered the river of Canton, he found 
it peopled: like the land ; its banks were 


lined with thips at anchor; and’ incre. - 


dible numbcts of fail craft were con- 
tinually gliding along in every direéti- 
on, {ome with fails, ‘fome with oars, and 
often faddenly vanifhing as they entered 
the numberlefs canals, that had, with 
amazing labour, been dug’ through 
plains of gieat extent which they ferti- 
lized. Beyond the river appéared im- 
menfe fields loaded with grain, ftately 
villages rofe’ at a more remote diftance, 
and mountains covered with’ verdure, 
cut into-terraffes, and fhaped into’ am- 
phitheatres,; formed the back ground of 
this nobie landfcape. 

When: he arrived at Canton, the 
noife, the motion, the crowd augment- 
ed; the water as well-as the land 


{warming w:th people; the inhabitants: 


are computed at 800,000, and a village 
about five miles up the river, called Fa- 
chan, contains a million : every part of 
this great empire, faysthe author, which 
extends near two thoufand milés from 
North to South, and as many from Eaft 


> 
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To fupport fuch numbers every, foot 
of ground is fowed with Bains there 
is ‘no fiuch thing as a meadow, atur 
or artificial in the country; nor..does’ : 
the land ever lie fallow. " 

The Chinefe affirm that a field fown 
with grain, will yield. as much -frawp 
for the. courifhment of cattle, as it 
would produce bay, befides. the. advan- 
tage tg the grate for the fultenance of 
man, of which, however, they {pare 
foie for their cattle in plentiful feafons, 
Such, fays the author, is the fyftem ad- 
heied to irom one extremity of this-vatt 
empire to the other, and confirmed, by 
the experience of four thoufand years, 
among a people nore than all others at-.. 
tentive to their intereft, (C8205 bee 

It feems, however, to require, no 
be that the jyftem of this, part of: 

ufépe, muf differ,.as much from, that 
of China, as the fyftems which Pepe 
fuppoiles to be required by man.and 
wif. ‘Our horfes, cattle, and. fheep, 
are not to be kept as_ well with a load 
of firaw, as a load of hay, nor indeed 
with hay, exclufive of jre/h, pafure. 
The author well obferves, that to Euro- 
péans this plan is incenccivable, but he 
infinuates that it might be adopted with 
advaitage ; he is probably fincere, but 
certainty as much an enthufiaft with re- 
fpeét to the agriculture of China, as its 
policy and morals. cf 

He acknowJedges, indeed, that this 
people fubfitt principally upon grain and - 
fifh, and have therefore much a cattle 
in proportion than we have; and that, 
having water a in all directions, 
by their canals, and being ftrangers tg 
the luxury of coaches and chariots, they 
have few horfes, and do. not want more, 
. ‘The Chinefe, fays the travelling phi~ 
lofopher, have won part of their terri- 
tory from the fea. ‘The two fineft pro- 
vinces in the empire, Nanking and Tche- 
Kiang, once covered with water, were 
fome thoufand years ago, united to the 
continent, with an ait infinitely fuperior 
to that which is fo much admired in the ' 
modern works of Holland, 

In point of labour, the Chinefe have 
no equal; every day in‘the year is a 
working day, except the firft, on which 
they pay reciprocal vifits, and the laft, 
on which they perform fome ceremo- 
nies in memory of their anceftors. An 
idle man would be treated with univer- - 
fal contempt. If in ong corner of ‘my 
dominions, faid an emperor of China, 
there is 4 man who docs nvthing, there 
is 
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mutt be fomewhere a nian whe Wants 
neceflarics, and this maxim is univerfal- 
ly adopted. 

There is no notion of inéquality in 
China but that-of talents and merit; the 
Chinefe have not even a namé.in their 
language to exprefs the puerile diftinc- 
tions of noblefe and plebeian, men of 
family, and men of mean-birth ; thete 
terms, fays the philofopher, are. ne 
where to be found but in the jargon of 
new people, ftill barbarous, who having 
forgot the common origin of all men, 
infult and debafe the whole fpecies; the 
nation, whofe government is ancient, 
dating its comimencement with the firft 
aged of the world, is fenfible that all 
men are born equal, all brothers, all 
noble. 

The whole attention of the Chinefé 
government is dire&ted towards agricul: 
ture ;' thé names of thofé who have dif- 
tinguifhed themfelves in this employ- 
ment, by diligence or -ingeniity, are 
tranfmitteé annually to the Emperor, 
who fends for-them to’ court, and dif- 
miffés thém with fome title of ‘honour. 

The people are perfectly free, and fo 
is their.land; there is no feudal fervice, 
nor fineg of alienation;. no man has 
power to levy a tax but the Emperor, 
and the only tax or tribute known in 
the country, is called the Tenth. The 
author fays, it is not the tenth part of 
the produce, but in bad foils where more 
Jabour is required, and confequently 
more expénce, to produce a crop equal 
to what other foils will .produce with 
Jefs labour, end lefs éxpence, this tri- 
bute does not amount perhaps to a thit- 
tieth part. This, and only this, has been 
known in China from the foundation of 
its monarchy ; it is paid with readinefs 
and fidelity, becaufe it is known to. be 
expended for the publick benefit. 

The author concludes his work with 
a comparifon of the agriculture of dif- 
ferent parts of the world, from which 
he infers: his favourite principles, ‘* that 
in every country the fate of agriculture 
depends wholly upon the Jaws there efta- 
bhfhed; om the manners of the people, 
and even on the prejudices which are 
derived from thofe laws.” 

‘Tt contains many entertaining parti- 
culars, and many that deferve the moft 
feriows attention. The tranflation is in

*-" This ‘Vetter containg an account of 

* feme tranfaGiions between thelieutenant 
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governor ard'the council, of which the © 
tollowirg is an «pitome, . 

T hestland of Grenada being aFrench 
fettlement ceded to us.at the fite peace, 
it was thought equitable by governmint 
here, to admit the natives, French Ro- 
man Catholics,-o a fhare in the legifla- 
tive and executive part of .the govern- 
ment. 

- Inftiuétions therefore were fent.to the 
commander in chief, declaring his ma- 
jefly’s will that his new fubjecis fhould, 
during pleafure, be capable of being ap- 
pointed members of the council vf the 
jaid iflands, 2nd eleéted into the (caver 
heufe of affembly, and enjoying offices of 
truft, without fubferibing a sef, urder 
the following ieftriftions. That the 
number fhou:d not excced favo at one 
time in the council; nor ibreein the a/- 
fembly ; that cxe might Le appointed a 
puifne judge of the Common Pleas, and 
one put imo the commiffion of the pezce 
for each diftri&t: and the governor was 
required to take the advice and confent 
of the council, as to the eleGion of fuch 
members for the lower houfe, and to 
take neceflary fteps for appointing iuch 
juftice of the peace, but with regard to 
the appoiniment of two members of the 
council, or the judge, the inftruétions 
were filent, 

On the 16th of January,"1769, three 
of the new fubjects were admitted to 


‘ take their feats. in the lower hcufe of 


aflimbly, and feven appointed juftices of 
the peace witheut fubiciibing a feff.

-.Verror, who was commandr in chief, 


wanted to appoint two of thefe new fub« 
jes to.be ot the council, and he con- 
fi lted the council’ board upon the fub- 
je&t.

The'lieutenant governor upon this, 
faid he would write to the fecretary of

net, OR fill there be feven of the council 
upon the ifland. 

This 1s faid-to be the only cafe in 
which the commander in chief can le- 
gally name counfellors. On the 26th 
of Auguft 1768, there being then enly 
4x members of the council in the ifland, 
the heutenant governor appointed his 
private fecretary to be a member, who is 
not one of the principal inhabitants, and 
therefore not eligible, 

The council however acquiefced, and 
the fecretary fat till the return of two of 
the abfent members, which made the 
number eight without the fecretary. The 
council then came to a refolution that 
the appointment of the fecretary ceafed. 

The lieutenant governor complained 
of this-as a-perfonal infult, and having 
endeavoured te change the opinion of 
the council by many learned arguments 
in vain, the fecretary defired the gover- 
nor’s leave to refign his feat, and it was 
granted. 

On this very day the lieutenant gover- 
nor, who had fulpended his attempt to 
bring two French Roman Catholic’s in- 
to council, faying he would write to the 
fecretary-of ftate for the colonies on the 
fubje&, declared, without any previous 
communication or confultation, that he 
would appoint one of the Roman Ca- 
tholics a puifne judge of the Common 
Pleas, 

It is infitted that he had no right to do 
this ; itis alfo infifted, that the king had 
no right to do this ; becaufe it is enact- 
ed by a law of thecolony, that the judges 
of the Common Pleas fhall ail take the 
oaths, and fubfcribe a declaration againft 
tranfubftantiation. 

This, however feems to be.a hafty ard 
inconfiderate alligation :for the king's 
infiruétions exprefsly declare, that the 
Roman Catholics fhall'be capable among 
other places of truft, to:hold that of a 
puifne judge of the Common Pleas with- 
out a teff: and that whats calledalaw 
of the colony fhould render the king’s 
infru@tions ineffeétual, {tems to be 
ftrange doétrine. 

The. governor however propofed a 
French fubje& to be a puifne.judge, and 
the board would not confent : becaufe, 
not to mention that the law of the colo- 
ny required a telt, the fame law limiited 
the number of puifne judges to four, and 
there being then feur the court was full, 
and could not admit another, whether 
Proteftant or Papi(*, with teit or without. 

The governor then faid, he had the 
king's order to: make the appointment ;

thod left to prevent thiss:the interpreter 
aitending, and the oaths being ready; 
fuddenly fell. upon-an'expedient, and 
the prefident and five members with 
drew, ; ’ 
* It is infifted that thegovernor, in this 
meafure, attempt® not only what he 
was not inftruéted ta do, but what he 
was inftrugted not to do; and that his 
inftrustions -were xot to execute. the 
royal intentions in favour of the French 
Catholics, iz as far as thofe intentions 
regarded the council,. tilt certain provi- 
fions had been made by ‘the legiflature

Itis infifted,: that this fecondfufpen- 
fion.is:a difavowal of the firtt:, and has

‘I his aythor, to fopport the charge of 
Mali: e aud Fallehond. which he. brings 
againft, Mr Grenville, fays, that in his 
ipsech he has alledged that Mr Wilkes 
Was tried and. §¢ convicted for being the 
euihor and. publither .of tbree. obfcene 
and, impious, libels,” and afterwards 
mentions the thiee obfcene 2nd impious 
hbels as written by. him.

We defire your lordfhip to exprefs 
our thankiul acknowledgment of his 
majefty’s great gaodnefs in gracioufly 
eondefcending to our requef, and per- 
mitting us to lay before his majelty the 
reafon which induced us todouht of the 
legality of the recofcer’s directions re- 
Intive to the execution of Doyle and 
Valfine. 

And firft; my lord, we fuppofe it is 
agreed by all, that the judgment pro- 
nounced js vur warrant, for execution 
to which we muftlook: every executi- 
On Which is not:purfuant to the judge- 
ment is unwarrantahle; ‘The Sheriff is 
to purfue the fentence of ahe court; If 
he varies fromthe Judgment it has been 
held murder: and, the judgment pro- 
nounced on. Doyle and Valine is, that 
they be carried to the ufual place of ex- 
ecution. 

2, Ehe king cannot by his: r2roga- 
tive vary the execution, fo as to aggia- 
vate the punifhment beyond the inten- 
tion of the law : and the ends of pub- 
dit jatticeare effectually anfwered it the 
offender fuffereth death, the altimum 
fupplicium, without any circumftances 
of infamy or rigour which the judg- 
ment doth not import. The king un-

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of it : the mercy of the crown is not 
bounded ; but it cannot go beyond the 
letter of the law in point of rigour : for 
the law proceedeth in both cafes witha 
perfect uniformity of fentiment and 
moive, The fame hbenignity of the 
law, which hath left the prerogative 
free and unconfined in one cafe, hath 
fet bounds. to itinthe other. Now, my 
lord, it will not be faid that the pre- 
fent alteration is, or is intended asa 
mitigation of the judgment pronourc- 
ed. Fo force, in a manner, the wives 
and children, of the unhappy fufferers, 
to be fpectators. of the infamous death 
of their hafbands and fathers, by exe- 
Cuting them as near as conveniently 
may ve to their own houfes, cannot be 
intended, nor wi!! it be efleemed amat- 
ter of royal grace; nor is. it granted at, 
the prayer, of the parties, or their 
friends. Cuftom may fometimés give 
a fanétion to a practice founded in hu- 
manity, and notrepugsant;to any: law 
of fubftantial juflice. Bat we do not 
fuppofe that either memorial, ufage, or 
cuitom, can be urgéd in belvalt of this 
alteration 3 or, if they could, that they 
would make it juftifiable; becaufe it 
would not he ‘a prathice fouaded in 
mercy ; and, undoubtedly, where that 
is not the cafe (perhaps even where it 
is) judicandum ef legibus non exemplis, 

3: Our doubts, my tord, ave dill far- 
ther increafed, and become more'im- 
portant, when we confider the confe- 
quences to which an adinifion of this 
power would lead us. If the crown 
can,in one ivftance, contrary tothe 
fentence, appomta ditfient. place, of 
execution, it may in all: if M can 
change the ujval place ot execution to 
Bethnal Greev,it may to Newgate ilreet, 
or even to Newgate itfelf: anr- thus 
our boafled wage of public: exccution 
(not léfs neceflary to the fatisfa&tion 
and fecurity of the fulijeét, than public 
trial,) may make way for private exe- 
cution, and for ali thafe dieadiul con- 
fequences with which private executi- 
ons are attended, in every ccuntry 
where they Have beén inti odaced. 

4. Had this power of alteration been 
in the crown, (which we humbly cen- 
ceive not to be thé cafe.) yet we ima- 
gine, that his majefly’s pleafure has 
not been properly notified to us; and 
that the Recorder’s authority alone 
would not be fufficient ta juftily us for 
adling in confequence of it, for depart- 
ing from the fentence pronounced by 
the court. 

For thefe reafons, and for thofe con- 
tained intheopinion, which, fince your 
lord thi; requetts it,accompanies this, we 
,umbly pray his Majefty either to fuf- 


fer the fentence of the court to be exe- 
cuted at the ufua/ place of execution, 
or to permit us to, have, the fanétion of 
the judges opinion on a matter of fo 
great importance to ourfelves, and, as 
we conceive, to the whole nation.

CASE. 

A man conviéted for felony without 
benefit of Clérgy, seceives fentence ia 
court, in the words following, viz. 
** That’ you be taken hence to the 
place from whence you camé, and from 
thence to the afual place of execution, 
where you are io.be hanged by the neck 
until you are dead.” 

For thé execution. of the fame man,’ 
a warrant js fent by the Recorder, 
fignifying, “* Thatit is bis majefty’s 
‘* pleafure that the faid fenténce be 
“ executed in’ the mof ‘convenient 
** place near Bethnal Green church, in’ 
* the county of Middiefex.” 

Your opinion is delired, whether a 
Sheriff will by law be juitified in execut~- 
ing fuch warfant of the Recorder: 

Mr Serjeant Glynn's opinion. 

I confefs avvery great difficulty in 
an{wering this queltion. If the piace 
is a material part of the fentente, the 
omiffidn of which would vitiate the 
judgment, the execution malt be con- 
formable to it, and I knaw no autho- 
rity that can juftify a deviation from it. 
The king may pardon allor part of 
the fentence, but cannot alter it ; the 
Sheriffs authority is the fentence, he is 
bound to look to it; and fee it rightly 
eXécufed. If the place is of material, 
then I fiould conceive it-to.be in the 
iheriff’s diferetion, he being refponfible 
forthe fitnefs and propriety of the place. 
I know not how to account for the m2- 
ny inkatrces of execution in places difm 
ferent fromthe jodgment by comunand 
of the judges upon the circeit, or bit 
majetty in London and Middlefex,than 
as recommendations to the fhenffs and 
intended indemnities tothem againtt 
the confequences of departing trom 
ancient ufage. © There ate certain caf- 
és in which the theriffs mut difobey 
{uch commands, viz. if the crown com- 
manded an execution in a private room 
or a church, &c. Though I am not 
determined in my judgment with re- 
{pect to the materiality of the place in 
the fentence, I have nodonbt of the 
conclufion that muf follow from either 
propofition ; if it is material, no power 
can changeit 5 if it is aot. materizl, tiie 
fheriff is intrufted with the execution 
of the fentence, and muft have i: in his 

power, 








Power to judge of the place. T fhould 
advife the fheriffs to reprefent to his 
majefty the doubts conceived by them; 
the more fo as I cannot but doubt of 
the propriety of fignitying his majetty’s 
plealure through the Recorder, being 
souch inclined to. think that the the- 
rif cannet in any cafe be jufliiied but 
by the commands of the king, or the 
court, directed tothem.

Th: fentence pronounced in court, 
by the Recorder of London, was as fol- 
lows, ‘“* That you the feveral prifou- 
ers at the bar, be taken hence to the 
place from whence you came, and from 
thence to the ufual place of execution, 
where you ae to be feverally hanged 
hy the neck till you are dead, and may 
God Almighty be mercitul to your 
fouls,” 

His majefy was afterwards pieafed to 
fignity his pleafure to the Recorder, by 
his SIGN MANUAL, that he fhould by 
his warrant dire& the prifoners to be 
execu’ed in the moft convenient p'ace 
near Bethnal Green church, in the 
county of Middiefex ; whereupon the 
Recorder of London ittued his warrant 
in the following words :

county of Middlefex : now itis hereby 
ordered, that the execution of the faid 
fentence be made and done upon them, 
the faid John Doyle and John Valline, 
on Wedreday,the rsth day of this in- 
ftant month of November, at the mok 
convenient place near Bethnal. Green 
church, in the faid county of Middlefex,

THE appointment ofa Reprefentative 

in Parliament ought not to'be con- 
fidered as a matter ot indifference, or 
elteemed enly a fayonr to be diipofed 
of at pleafure, as emifaries, folicitmg 
the votes.of individuals, endeavour to 
make them believe : No, it is a matter 
ofthe greateft importance and concern. 
When Electorsare befét with partizans, 
armed with. ele&tion falfities, and all 
‘kinds of baits and lures made ufe of 
to decieve them, and to prevent their 
feeing their true interefts, they ought 
to confider how much they rifk and 
what they may lofe hy fuffering 
them‘elves. to be thus: feduced, per- 
haps to the exaltation. of fome im- 
proper objeét, who neither weighs 
the obligation, nor undeérfiands the 
nature of the truft repoied in bim; nor 


are the giddy inconfiderate electors 


fenfible of what they have given away, 
or of the latitude of power with which 
they have invefted fuch'a man. I 
‘would therefore have themapprifed that 
fo fmall a number of the community 4s 
five thou fand, (as onr fituation now is) 
and) moft of them. unconititutional 
Eleétors, can, upon occafion, (notwith- 
ftanding the boafted fecurity of the 
country) chufea majority of thofe, who 
may vote .away the liberties ‘and 
propertiés of as ‘many millions of 
people, and of their pofterities into 
the bargain; nay, I doubt they have‘in 
fome meafure been alréady acceflary to 
it. 

It is the obfervation of a great man, 
(viz. V RE) upon the folly of the 
people of this country, That they are 
free only once in feven years, and then 
they make the moft abominable and ridi- 
culous ufe of it. 

A little reRe@tion on: this ‘fituation, 
I think, ‘ought to prevént legal voters 
(particulary thofe of counties, large 
cities, and towns) from “throwing 
away their votes ‘and jnterefts ot ac- 
count of party diftin&tions, which is 
pretty often the calé, though the perfons 
propofed have neither ability nor integ 
rity for the due execution of the office, 
to the excIvfion of thofe perhaps who 
are every way. qualified for that impor 
tant trult; and what greatly aggravates 
this folly and madnefs, is, that it is u- 
fually brought about by a profufion of 
expence and mean aitilices, for which, 
otherwife, there would be no occafion. 
This want of con{cience in the vulgar,

"Fhe avidityand: thirft 
botly of ihe Eleétors and:-EleGted for 
obtaining illicit gains fromthe ‘poffef- 
fon of public trufts repofed in-them, 
has been the: occaiion'ot-fo many, both 
high and }ow, becoming place hunter's, 
gamefters; idle, and good for nothing 
fycophants. ; 
Thete grievances can never bere- 
drefied, unlefs fome other courfe -than 
what has hitherto had the afcendency, 
be taken -in'the- appointment of depu- 
ties to the Legiflature, In order:to. 
effet this defirable end, you mufta- 
void the appointment vof thofe, of 
whom you “have littieor no know- 
tedge, who infteadof being men-of in- 
tegrity, ability, and“fortune, as you 
are taught “to *believe by their: parti- 
zans andadvocates, -may turn.out fons 
of corruption, and join in promoting 
taxations of every kind, giving mueh, 
that more*may be givensto-them,' in 
order to reimburfethemfelves out. of 
the: pockets of: their conftituents for 
their extravagancies ; which was their 
intentions ali the time they were de- 
bauching ther, You muit alfo avoid. 
thofe who have already abufed their 
truft, and-expofed their infufficiencies 
by a neglect of their conftitucnts.- You 
muft have a jealous eye over fuch as 
are nominated by thofe who .are of a 
party for themfelves, toels of power, 
and who have already deceived or be- 
trayed youin their recommendations 
You muft alfo:beware of thofe, ‘or the 
fpawn of thofe,; who have been -in Ju- 
crative-pofts; and who, though -they 
have receivet infinitely. more /than 
their fervices-deferved, are not’ con- 
tent, but. aré eternaily. craving, and 
teazing’ Royalty for--more,'to ‘the 
great difquiet and embarraflnent of 
the Crown, and difgaft ot the peo- 
ple. ‘ 
: In order ta keepup the independen- 
cy of parliament, and relieve-and pro- 
teét the Crown and the people from 
the infolence of fturdy beggars, you 
ought to feek -for ‘men. of another 
co nplexion, men of appraved / can- 
dour, probity, and. diffintereftednefs, 
ahd difcountenaneers> of, party. and 
faction: fuch ought to-be put up.and 
fapnorted at a moderate expente 5 for 
by their being thus, duly eieced, they 
can have no pretence tormuefing their 
power, by opprefiing conftituents, or 
country, with taxations, &c. wearer ix 24 
who 
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who gain their feats ata great expence 
claim aright todo. Howeverdifficult it 
may. be thought to bring this-about, I 
am, perfuaded. it will be no fuch tatk 
as it is imagiaed, if fet about with.a be- 
coming fpirit and refolution. 

_ An-additional motive to this juft way 
of proceeding, is, that men fo chofen 
would be an.infaliible means of afiit- 

ing in recevesing .(that which, is .a 
preat part of oar fecurity) the confti- 
tutional and Jegal appointment of our 
Reprefentatives to ferve in parliament, 
particularly from, the venal. Boroughs, 
&c. , at present the rotten part of Gur 
conftitution :.an ajiair ac this time 
well: worthJoaking alten and attending 
to, being greatly prejusicial to. the 
publick,. and at yreieut. as obnoxi- 
ous,to., the crown, and ‘people, as ever 
the tyranny,of the Barons was hereto. 
fore, 

In regard. to, the: accumulators. of 
burgags-tenures, itis to-be ebferved, 
that, they, have, no, joit  preientions 
whatever to engrois,and. appropriate 
them fo. as.that the veices-of the: ma- 
ny and, diltindt ¢ftates fhould become 
the property of oue:man, only, fo that 
he, .by-his Congé d’Elire, thauld bave 
the fole night of setuening whom he 
pleafes to icave insparhament, nor had 
the..venters,any: power to dvpote.of 
them iw. fuch a manner. Wall any 
man aflert that the voices of many can 
be velied in one or two ?. Orcamit be 
faid thofe decors hada power of con- 
veying away their votes, fo.as,that the 
effect ef them. fhowid center. in. one 
man ?,Has. not. the,owner of every 
feparate Howe. remaining unto!d, tings 
ly, as good a right to appoint Repre- 
fentatives, as he. who has. engroiled 
many ? Can it be fuppofed that law, 
equity, or our conititution, will ad- 
mit of fuch foul play as thar what was 
»orended for the deliberate act of many 
thould be fo perverted as to become 
the preperty of one. . That. people 
have been fo venal and corrupt as to 
fell, and that others have been fo 
wicked. as, with that view, to have 
purchafed, is their fault, fed ca- 
veat Emptor; their purchafing upon 
bad. or no titles is nothing to the pab- 
lick, whofe real rights they are, there- 
fore the reflitution of them ought tobe 
imsoediately demanded and retrieved 
in a contticutional way, in whofe 
hands foever.they are found, and the 
traders in, and cetaimers at them.held 
in contempt and difgrace. 

At this time the Eleétors ought, by 
proper remonilrances, to inlift on the 
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Candidates binding themfelves to nfe 
every legal and conititutional means 
for repairing the breaches in theContti- 
tution, particularly by claiming the 
bought up Boroughs, and refforing 
them co their primtive ufe and inten- 
tion, in oppofition to the engroffers 
aod ccrrupt proilitutors of them, and 
alfo forthe fhortening the térmis of 
pariiamentary fervice. 

‘Thefe things may certainly be ob. 
tained, if «proper mesons are uled, 
iit to remedy, and then°to prevent 
fuch illicit practices; and it muft be 
moitagrecable to the Reprefentatives 

of the greater places, whofe intere& 

anid honvuris concerned to have thete 
evils: vediefled, and to pievent ftich 
low-lived dealers and contraband tra- 
ders tram being inthe degifiature at all. 
But if thee evils cannot be remedied 
by the above method, there is ano- 
ther which I would advile to be purfu- 
ed, and which I am perfwaded would 
prove efiectual; that is, tor the refi- 
erty in Borough heufes, bowever fof- 
fett of them, to infift upon the sight of 
voting for fuch, and preterable: to 
tools and non refients who live ata 

Cilffance, ando who come armed with 

collutive and fhum conveyances at the 
heck of a wretch thathas furreptitioufly 

monopolized the public's eftate, altho’ 
not io; alienable; and for which the 
vemle.s were. at moit only honorary 
truiiees. Lfay, let thefe who have 
had. more grace; honour, and confci- 
ence, than to have thus betrayed their 
truils, objcé to fuch voters, and in- 
fit, notwithftunding fuch combinati= 
oa, that their fingle rights, refpective- 
ly and each, are equal to that of any 
one’s, althouyb he may have accumu- 
latedever 10 many; and it is proper 
that it thoult be better konwn, that 
all that fuceh wicked adventurers have 
done by theiy monopolizing, is no more 
than having reduced the- number of 
voters, without adding: any thing to 
their own right ; the ett & of one vote 
being all. that-any-individua! can con- 
ititutionally be intitled to, the intenti- 
on being to have the people’s Repre- 
fentativeschofen by the judgment of 
numbers, and not by the aggregated 
properties any individuals have, with 
linifter views, accumulated, or got 
themfelves potefled of. For inftance, 
in the cafe of Freeholers in counties, 
where a Freeholder of forty fhillings a 
year hasan equal vote with thofe who 
are poffefled of 10,000]. a. year.—— 
Theretore, I fay again, let thofe ho- 
noravie burghers, and thofe whomean 
we 
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well to their country, exert them/felves 
at this juncture, and infift upon their 
privileges, and of having adue electi- 
on; and it the Returning Officer is, con- 
tumacious or partial, ity not fuffering 
thofe to have the confequence of their 
votes, or permitting thofe to vote who 
havenoright, and does not return the 
Gentlemen. who have the majority of 
conftitutional votes, he can be called 
to an account-for bis breach of duty, 
being amenable to. the public forthe 
due execution of his office.—But fur- 
ther, I would not only advife that the 
occupants of burgage houfes, however 
circumftanced, doinfit upon their right 
of voting for. them, and preterable to 
non-refients, aliens, and mock ‘bo 

rough men, who come armed with 
collufive conveyances and fham titles, 
in order to deiraud the public. If this 
thing is thus contended for and can. 
vaffed, it will readily appear, that fo 
tu from fuch Faggots having a right 
to vote, they have no intereit in the 
borough or premifes at all, and are 
liable to be profecuted for perjury if 
they prefume to give falfe teltimony a. 
bout it. In fuch cafe it is the fafeft 
way for the Returning Officer to enter 
fuch claimants in:his poll book, w th 
aquery.; but he ought. to make tive re- 
turn of thofe.who have.a clear majority 
of Juch.as.are conftitutional Electors, 
and not fo queried, leaving the rizhts 
of the others to the determinationof 
Parliament. Tf he aéts t’'us; P will en 

fure him. he. is juttifiable, whoever 
gainfays it. Whenever this is attempted 
and properly conducted, I will venture 
to. aifert it cannot fail of having the 
mot agreeable confequences, whoever 
are agitators of it. It is therefore fure- 
ly the interet of evecy liberal and in- 
dependent refient in boroughs, who 
isintitled to vote, to: try the experi- 
ment, efpecially as bis vote,.in the fi- 
tuation as things are at prefent, ’ in 
molt boroughs, is of much more cow- 
fequence than he is aware of. 

{t is alfo the incumbent duty-of every 
lover of his country to be aiding and 
affiting in fo detirable and worthy a 
defign. Aocijations and fu sfcriptions 
for the promoting and. accomplithing 
of it will tend more to the paying 
the national debt, unburdening trade, 
Increafing of manufaétoriés and huf- 
bandry, and be a more certain re- 
lief to the laborious poor, by re- 
ducing of taxes and impofts, than all 
the ill }adged ex» edients or miftaken 
charities thar have been dealt out by the 
well difpoted for thofe purpofes fince 
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the world began. © Hic labor hoc opus 
eft. 

P, S. The miferable effe&s of this 
departure from the orignal defign, the 
connivance at, indulgence in, and tol- 
leration of fuch depredations upon the 
orignal inflitutivn, and the application 
thereof, may be eafily gathered from 
the conduét of a neigtibouring nation, 
whofe fituation, in many retpeats, is 
rouch the fame as ours, and from 
whence the modes of our fundizings, 
taxations, and impofts (under winch 
we groan) are planned and borrowed, 
and thefe brought about and laid upon 
the people by much the fame ineans, 
and fame fort of men, viz. by de- 
frauding their Conftituents of ‘that 
check which they ought to have had on 
their Reprefenratives ; and this was 
done by thofe, who at firft were, like 
ours, intended only to be the guardi- 
ans of thepublic; and who were at times 
to have given up their trufts, and to 
have been re-elected or replaced at the 
option of the people. This was their 
inftitution : | But thefe their! Repre- 
fentatives, having got’ poffeffion, in- 
ftead of fubtmi:ting to the’ original in- 
flitution, do moft inglorioully ‘ufurp 
the whole authority and’ power to 
themfelves, and having’ continued 
themfelves. and their families in the 
exercifé of it éver fince, preventing the 
people at large from: having any more 
fhare or {way in tlie Jegiflature than 
they have in Algiers or Morocco. 

This isthe bleffed fituation of the 
Dutch, whofe Magiftrates, having thus 
perpetuated themfelves in Office, have 
made thé molt intollerable ule of their 
power, in loading the people with mof 
ahominable and innumerable taxations, 
chiefly intended fo enrich themfetves. 
As a [pecimen-of which (and of what 
mutt inevitably be the fate of this coun- 
try, if what is recommended above be 
not ferioufly adverted to) I fhall appeal 
to what lias happened to the Dutch, 
and whit I was informed of at Utrecht, 
where the Magiftrates (their M——s 
of P——+) had carried their exactions 
and incroachments upon the people 
to fuch a length, that in their fmall 
diftriétthetaxes amounted to 5,700,000 
guilders, but no more than between 4 
and 500,000 were brought to the pub- 
lick account. ‘And as to their practi- 
fings upon the revenueofthe land, and 
their loading of it, they were flill more 
i<tolerable in many places. Is not this 
counting money over a girdiron. Nox 
tua res agitur paries cum proximus ar- 
det? Tantum.

\E.W Communities have fuffered 
i) more, asa body corporate, than 
the Eaft India company. The infatu- 
ation,of individuals, the intrigues of 
the different parties, the paflions, re- 
fentments, and interetted views of moft 
of the leading men, together with the 

ependence of the fociety upon the zo 
véernment of this country, and the 
greatnefs of the object initielf ; thefe 
all mixing together, have produced the 
ftrangeit icenes of deceit’ and impoliti 
ov, that ever were tranfatted among 
the fons of men, 

The reabdupeshave been the fteady, 
permanent, . old proprietors, who look 
to the dividend as the meaus of their 
fubfiitence, and the ftandard of their 
fortune... Ati the others, although by 
a general practice of defraud, they 
have defeaced their own intereft in. the 
end, (excepting fome of the leading 
few) have yet reaped particular advan- 
tages for themfelves or relations, while 
they havebeen diminifhi:sg their capital 

Alt the intrigues of the other end of 
the town opperate upon Eatt India af- 
fairs, in their full extent. Add to 
thefe the effe&s of the alley. 

To day a man appears as a bull, and 
endeavours to magnify every circum- 
Stance, to. obtain a momentary rife. 
And three. days after, he appears in 
the thape of a bear, and is for clogg- 
ing and multiplying every expence of 
the company, and for depreciating e- 
very adventage the poffeffes. 

This day we are told the affairs of 
the company were never in fo flourifh- 
ing a fituation. In’ five ov fix days 
after, we-are afured by the fame per- 
fons, in the fame place, that our affairs 
are fo defperate, that unlefS we appoint 
three fuperintending commiffioners, at 
200,000k per annum additional ex- 
pence, and annihilate ail the powers of 
government, under which our affairs 
have advaiced to fach an amazing 
profperity, that we fhall not be able to 
make any dividend at all. - 

Another fet. of gentiemen acquaints 
us, that our iavefiments upon the 
cont. will be ftopped for next year, and 
our cargoes from China tall confidera- 
bly fhort4' yet have the bearith impu- 
dence to sropofe that we fhall increafe 
the number of our fhips in proportion to 
ur Jofies, to bring the deficiency home. 

Thereare other gentlemen again, who 
allow the mifmanagement abroad, and 
the mifmanagement at hoime, yet, n¢- 
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verthele(fs, infitt, under all thefe difad- 
vantages, thatthe.company is able to 
divide twelve aud. a half per cent, and 
that the beit. way to render this un- 
doubted, was togive.away 400,Cool. 

Some men bad virtue enough to open 
thofe iniquitous practices on bothifides, 
at different times: but they have cried 
as in a wildernels, and no man hath 
liftened to their voice, 

The old proprietors feldom attend 
the courts, and. more feldourcompie- 
hend whatJs jranfaéting in them. 

To jee iheep driven to the butchery is 
not more affecting than to fee thofe in- 
nocent dupes, male and female, -hurri- 
ed into the India houte; under the con- 
duct of their different, leaders, tovote 
away the value of the little property 
they peflefs, 

That the fun will rive to morrow is 
not more certain, than that, unlefs the 
affairs of the Eait India company ave 
conducted ‘upoa the; dirictet plan of 
csconomy, the proprietors mutt 
lower their dividend. Yet, iaevery 
circumitance,, they are giving: their al- 
fent to fchemes-of . the utmott extrava- 
gance; and the directors, whole duty 
it is ta fecure the interefi of the proprie- 
tors betgre all others, are racking their 
fancy to,fiud.out {hemes of expence, 

When M. Vanfittart went abroad, it 
was decla:ed in. public.court, that our 
want ot fuccefs againtt Heider Ally did 
not arife fom any deficiency, incur 
military eltablifhment.. Tie com- 
manding officer Cl, Smith, does. not 
impute bis want ot, fuccefs in any one 
inttance, toa deficiency in the;number: 
of officers or of men.» Yet.Mr.,Van- 
fittart is not departed two months, be- 
fore it is propofed by the very.men, 
who faid we Would, want. no officers, 
that 440 additional omcers thouid :be 
appointed; anc yet. perfift in their cb- 
ftinancy, afieér the news of & peace is 
arrived. 

This extraordinary condué is only 
to be accounted for from the foregoing 
principles, and the few plain facts 
which follow. 

Lord C has, for many years, en- 
deavoured to make the India company 
fubfervient to his views. 

This’ nobleman finding an oppofiti- 
on formed againit him, where govern- 
ment has joined, which bids fair to put 
a period to his influence, and tore- 
eftablifh the . affairs ot the company on 
a proper bafis, fees. clearly, that the

The military eftablithment in Bengal 
is a difplay of the moit wantea protu-; 
fion. The forces, which were found 
fufficient to conquer that cour ry be- 
fore lord Clive arrived, are increaled> 
fourfold ; ‘the officers. are multiplied: 
tenfold. Field officers, with all. their 
perquifes and contingent bills, .are 
heaped upon the company innume- 
rably. Generals, major generals, co- 
lonels, lieutenant colonels, and. majors, 
to the number of 28. additional field- 
officers, as a peace eftablifhment,, after 
all the bufinefs had been done without 
them. -A feapoy battalion, .which had 
formerly one European captain, licute- 
nant, and enfign, and 120 mena com-

1s. now 
increafed to twelve companies, without 
one- earthly reafon ‘for their eftablith- 
ment at all. 

‘This glorious plan is to be the model 
for our efablithinents at Madras and 
Bombay. Cot. Coote, and Gen, Law- 
rence have given their fanction. to this 
favourite child of Lord Clive, and each 
are to have their recommendation.ac- 
cordingly. 

There is undoubtedly a proper mien 
for the military eltablifhment in India; 
whatever that is, it ought to be afcer- 
tained and determined. The moft ju- 
dicious officers, who have ferved in In- 
dia, have’never before the prefent mo, 
ment, ftated more than one Lieutenant. 
té acompany of Seapoys,, of 120 men 
upon a war eftablithment, and, fix- 
ty-on a peace eftablifhment, with an 
European Captain to the battalion, 

Upon this plan, in reducing. the ex. 
travagancies of Bengal to that ftandard, 
inftead of working up the expence of 
every other fettlement to the fame de- 
gree of diffipation, we fhould, fave

ARES a friend of Mr Sulivan 
D talk of the multiplied expences 
ot the Company, of the facrifice of e- 
very public regard to the little interefts 
ofa party? That the great interefts of 
the campany, and confequently the pro- 
perty of the flockholders, have deeply 
fuffered amidit the violenceof contend - 
ing factions, will be readily admitted; 
but to whom are ai] the * evils to be a- 
fcribed 2 Did not you join the cry a 
gaint the Directors, and ‘by clamour 
fupport thofe extravazant votes under 
which the company now groans? 

After {peaking ima General Court a- 
gain the-lat argument urged for the 
late agreement. with Goverment, did 
not you upon. a whifper, conveying 
doubtlels wholefome ‘inftruction, di- 
vide for the queition, and write letters 
to. your friends.to promote it’s faccefs 
npon a ballot ? Not content with taking 
ftockjobbers: to ‘your bofom, ‘did you 
not endeavour to introduce them into’ 
the management'of our affairs ? Two 
of your lait year’s litt for the direétion 
are fince become lame ducks, and their 
ftock has been fold by public auc- 
tion, 

Mr Johnftone was difmiffed by you 
fromthe Company's Service in the year 
1762, I think unworthily ; you howe- 
ver upon a twelve month’s confiderati- 
on ftill maintained that he deferved it. 
When a profecution was commenced 
for new offences, he immediately be- 
came your friend. Whether the pro- 
fecution was right or wrong is nothing 
to the purpofe.

Avowing differ- 
ent principles of public condutt, with- 
out confidence in friends by whom each 
has been deceived, they unite only 
to face the enemy. Should fuccefs 
crown their hopes, they would immedi- 
diately fpilt into new tactions, and in- 
troduce all thofé diforders of a divided 
government which your friend fo 
grievoufly complains of.

you?” Isnot your charge dire? again 
the D— alone, of railing a furd to 
corrupt the morals of the people, 
withoutrefervation, or the mention of 
any intermediate perfon ia your firft : 
And is it aot with intent to evade the 
fcandal of what you have declared, and 
cannot fupport, to elude that punifh- 
ment which you fear is coming on 
you, that, in the fecond, you have 
a‘lded, or permitted to be fold by another ?

It 
unrealifes every idea of your charge of 
malverfation in a minifter ; it demon- 
ftrates that you are the moft ignorant 
of all human beings, if you believe it 
criminal; the moft impudent in af- 
cribing it to the D——; and the molt 
mischievous in publithing it to the 
people. 

But let me prefent you with a candid 
ftate of the fact, as you have given it 
in your fecond letter. You there tell 
us, in the terins of an auctioneer, Phat 
this patent place was knocked down at 
the price of 3500 pounds, with 
his Grace’s connivame and con- 
fent ; the money paid to C— B——, ta 
reward him, as you prefume, for his 
decent deportment at Piefton, that 
this piace was fold to Mr Hyne ; that 
2 certain Dr, B. is quartered upon the 
falary, for a 100 pounds a year, and 
that this fale was negociated by the 
affittance of his Grace’s houte. builder. 

Impotence and malice were never fo 
perfectly united, nor the effeét intend. 

(Supp. to Gent, Mag. 1769.) 
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ed by the latter, fo abfolutely defeated 
by the former, as in this inftance; ex- 
cept, indeed, in that orher, in which 
you charged the fame Minifter of high 
crimes and mifdemeanors, becaufe a 
Golonel in the army was refcued in the 
Park, from the civil officers. I ex- 


‘pected the contempt to which you were 


reduced by that aét.of mercilefs male- 
volence, might have fupprefied your 
further exertions of malignity. Burthe 
lut of doing mifchief, and flandering

The plain fag of all this calumny on 
the D—of G—, amounts to this, and 
this alone, that inttead of giving this 
place fo be held, it was given to be fold, 
for the benefit of C——B——: in 
what then does there exift the leaf 
difference, which can render the latter 
more criminal than theformer?

N the 224 of December Jaft, one of 

the members of our univerfity read 
a paper before the literary fociety here, 
upon the folar {pots, giving ani account 
ofa new difcovery, founded on demon- 
ftrative ob'ervations, concerning the 
true nature of thefe phenomena : to 
which are added, fome c injeiturés 
which feem to lead to new and curious 
conceptions, relative tothe nature and 
comfitution of the fun’s body. In ge- 
neral, from the fcope of the difcourfé, 
it manifeftly appears, that thefe fpots 
are not in the fua's atmofphere, as-has 
been hitherto fuppofed, nor tipon his 
furface, but on the contrary, that they 
are at a great depth below it, and that 
the umbra which is always feen fo fur 
round thefe fpots, feem to be nothing 
elfe but the loping fides of the luminous 
matter fielviag from the fpherical far- 
face of the fuin’s body, down the length 
ofthe macula or dark appearance ; aad 
from obfervations which he made upen 
the great folar fpot which appeared 
Jately, it is proved, yghat its macula 


could not be lefs than fame thoufands- 


of miles below the fun’s fyrface, and 
that it was the bottom of an amazing 
caviety, whofe other dimenfions were 
demonfrably of a much greater ex- 
tent. ‘Tbe latter part of the paper af- 
fords fume reafons fur inagining, that 
the body of the fug is compayed of two

kinds of matter very different in their 
properties; by far the greater part being, 
folid and opaque,and that this immenie 
and dark nucleus is covered over with 
that glorious and thining element from 
which he derives his whole vivifying 
heat and energy, and. that this limi- 
nous element is in fome degree fluid: 
Upon which principles, a plan and na- 
tural account is fuggefted of the vari- 
ous changes which the folar fpots are 
obfzrved to undergo fo long as they 
continue vifible.” 

‘ Mr Dunn, who gave the public an 
account of the late comet, -remarks,. 
that the Phenomena of the late great 
{pot on the fun,do not prove an excava- 
tion in the body of, that luminary, 
That in 1763 and 1764; he caretully 
obferved with the telefcope many of 
thofe fpots at their coming un and go- 
ing off the fun’s dilk, and difcovered, 
the fucrounding umbra, or tittle dark 
fpecks, to form cory leat annle, like 
the ring of faturn, the body of the fpot 
being {ufpended in that sixz, and fome- 
times projefling over it, which appear- 
ances could not pofh»!y happenthrough 
excavations in the fun’s body ; that he 
was the firft difcovever of this property, 
and communicated it in May 1764, to: 
the late earl of Morton, although it 
never appeared in the Tranfattions.
